We steamed into the harbor at night, with 
only a stray shot or two from the forts on 
Corregidor. None of their shots struck 
home. Their fire was wild, 

With the gray of the dawn on May 1 we 
began the attack, moving on the Spanish 
fleet and the batteries at Cavite, under 
which®Admirat Montejo had taken shelter. 

By the noon hour the Spanish made sur- 
render of what was left of their fleet. Ten 
warships had been totally destroyed and 
sunk; their batteries destroyed; their crews 
killed or in flight.. One large steamer had 
been burned. 

One hundred and forty men, including 
Captain Cadarso, were killed on the Spanish 
flagship Reina Christina, and in addition 
‘ever ninety were sertousty wounded.~ - 


Injured Men Fight to the End. 
‘This loss out of a crew of 400 shows the 
effectiveness of the American fire. 

‘The whole number killed on the other 
Spanish vessels approximated 300, with 600 
wounded.

There the Spanish fleét were protected by 
four batteries. We arrived just at dawn. 
Two mines were exploded, but they wasted 
their energies far from any American ship. 
Then, at 5:10, the Spaniards opened their 


fire. 


Admiral Dewey set the signals and the 
entire American squadron advanced _ to 
short range, reserving their fire for twenty- 
five minutes, while the Spaniards hammered 
wildly away. It was 5:30 when the Olympia 


‘opened with her eight-inch guns and the 


American fleet swung in front of the Span- 
ish ships and forts in single file, firing their 
port guns. Then, wheeling, they passed 
back, firing their starboard guns. 

This maneuver was repeated five times, 
the entire American fleet passing all the 
Spanish ships and batteries at each ma, 
neuver, and each time drawing in closerand 
closer and délivering their fire at more dead- 
ly range. During the two hours and a half 
there was tremendous resistance by the 
Spaniards. They had eleven ships and five 
land batteries in full play against six Amer- 
ican warships. But the American marks- 
manship was faultless. Every shot seemed 
to count against ships or shore battery,

7:45 a. m. the American fleet withdrew.

On approaching Cavite two torpedo beats 
put out to menace the American fleet.

This practically ended the fire from the 
batteries, the Spanish artillerists fearing to 
face the deadly marksmanship of the trained 
American gunners.

San Francisco, Cal., May*7.—The official 
report of Admiral Dewey’s triumph at Ma- 
nila created the wildest enthusiasm here.

Commander General in the Philippines 
' Bends Word of a Victory Over 
4,000 Insurgents.

Madrid, via Frontier, May 7.—jCopyright, 
1898, by W. R. Hearst.]—Commander Gen- 
eral Visayas in the Philippines telegraphs 
from Labuan that on the 3d instant after 
terrific fighting, following a hard march, 
the Town of Panay was captured. The 
fighting lasted four hours. This town is 
the headquarters of the insurgents, who 
numbered more than 4,000, defending the 
trenches. He caused them a loss of i172 
kilied. 

Later details say that the killed exceed

It was not comparatively the harmless 
guns of Morro Castle that opened this time, 
but the powerful modern rifles, 10 and 12- 
inch, from Santa Clara battery on the east 
and Cojimar to the west, both firing at the 
same time and sending about a dozen shells 
altogether at black dots and faint lines or 
smoke seaward, which suggested inverted 
commas in the moonlight. It is odd that 
from these great guns, at three to five 
ranges, a majority of the shots fell short, 
which has been a notable faut in all the 
Spanish gunnery thus far exhibited on the 
Cuban coast. 

The Vicksburg, Osceola, and Morrill 
premptly steamed seaward until safely out 
of the range of the big gurs whose flashes 
had pierced the night like the play of heat 
lightning, and -whase thunder must have 
turned all Havana out of doors with the 
startling belief that American bombard- 
ments had at last begun at Cienfuegos, Ma- 
tanzas, and Hayana.

NAVAL OFFICE BEATEN. 


Secretary Long Learns of Dewey’s 


Glory from Chicago, 


CAPITAL DEEPLY STIRRED. 


Washington, D. C., May T.-—[8pecial.j—It 
is a positive fact beyond all dental that the 
first direct information of Admiral Dewey's 


brilliant victory was conveyed to the 


ernment of the United States this morning 
by Tue Trisunz correspondent, wh*s had 
been supplied with the information con- 
tained in Mr. Harden’s dispatch through the 
prompt action of the home office in Chicago. 
At 6:15 o'clock, Washington time, a disputch 
was received here from Tue TRIBUNE office 
jn Chicago which said: 

Dewey's report is in and TRIDUNE 
has a‘summary of the battle. Not an Amer- 
ican was killed. Only six Americans were 
injured. The entire Spanish fleet of eleven 
ships was destroyed, Three hundred Span- 
iards were killed and 400 were injured. Is 
it possible to get report in an hour or two? 
We will hold for it.”’ 

About 6:30, Washington time, Tae TriB- 
UNE correspondent had slipped by the guards 
in the War, State, and Navy Buliding and 
was knocking at the door of the room occu- 
pied by Lieutenant Whittlesey, who has 
been on guard every night, sleeping on a 
cot, and waiting for Dewey’s report. While 
knocking at the door the correspondent was 
interrupted by one of the watchmen, who 
insisted that he should go back to the front 
door and show his pass. 

“ Not until,I see Whittlesey,” was the re- 
ply. 

Within a minute or two the Lieutenant 
came to the door, clad only in a suit of ex-, 
ceedingly unwarlike underclothes, and to him 
was handed the dispatch from THe TRIBUNE 
office given above. He admitted at once 
that the MeCulloch had arrived at Hong- 
kong, and showed his dispatch announcing 
that fact, which, besides the date and signa- 
ture of the naval officer sending it, con- 
tained only the word ** McCulloch.” 


Convinces the Lieutenant. 


This was absolutely the only information 
in the possession of the United States gov- 
ernment at that time, and, accordingly, 
Lieutenant Whittlesey was inclined to dis- 
pute the accuracy of Mr. Harden's cable dis- 
patch, believing that some one in Hong+ 
kong had sighted the revenue cutter with 


a marine glass, and had rushed off a guess- > 


work telegram to’ seore a beat. He ad- 
mitted that Dewey's dispatch had not been 
received, and could not come for some hours. 

Fifteen minutes later there came a dis- 
paich from THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE, ad- 
dressed to Secretary Long, and containing 
the same information forwarded to Tue 
TRIBUNE correspondent. This caused the 
Lieutenant to believe that the Wavy de- 
partment had been beaten on its own 
grounds, having been furnished, within 
forty-five minutes after it received the mere 
announcement of the arrival of the cutter, 
with the same information which Dewey 
was to send some hours later. At 8:30 a. 
m. Assistant Secretary Roosevelt putin an 
appearance at the outer door, and his first 
information as to the glorious news was de- 
rived from the dispatch sent to him from 
Tur TRIBUNE office in Chicago. 

At 8:45 the first sheet of Dewey’s official 
report in cipher was delivered at the depart- 
ment—two hours and fifteen minutes after 
the receipt of the same news from THE CHi- 
CcaAGO TRIBUNB, and long after it was in pos- 
session of the people of Chicago, through the 
enterprise of that city’s favorite newspaper. 
The government of the United States, Presi- 
dent Mckinley himself, and Secretary Long 
had no official information of the full meas- 
ure of Dewey's glorious victory for hours 
after it was public property on the streets of 


Chicago. 


Seven Hours Behind, Chicago. 


It was nearly 10 o’clock before the sub- 
stance of Dewey’s first dispatch had been 
translated and made public here, and it was 
nearly noon before the extra editions of the 
newspapers were on the street, seven hours 
later than in Chicago. When once the news 
did get out there was no lack of excitement, 
and it is impossible to deseribe the enthu- 
siasm which prevailed In the Navy depart- 
ment today when the news of Dewey's 
overwhelming victory Was announced and 
promuigated. 

The large party of newspaper men and 
others which was assembled in Secretary 
Long’s reception room heard the telegrams 
read by the latter with every manifestation 
of eagerness and approval. Senator Hanna. 
who happened to be in the room, proposed 
three cheers for Dewey, and they were given 
with tremendous vigor. The clerks of the 
building rushed into the corridors and added 
to the tumult and excitement. On the lower 
floor there was something like a panic in the 
effort of the employés to get out of one of 
the main doors under the mistaken idea that 
something was going on outside. They were 
rewarded for their tussle by the spectacle 
of a diminutive messenger boy rushing down 
the broad steps of the Navy départment 
building and through the White House 
grounds with newspaper “ copy.” 


: The excitement was repeated later in the 


day when thirty of Roosevelt's rough riders, 
as people insist on calling them, called to 
pay their respeots to the Lieutenant Colonel 
of their regiment, who was spending his last 
day as Assistant Secretary of the navy. He 
addressed them a few -characieristically 
vigorous remarks and they left after three 
cheers for their commanding officer. As 
they went down the steps they were cheéred 
heartily by the people in the corridors. The 
authorities made no attempt to repress the 
enthusiasm or to keep the clerks at their 
shart during these few moments of excite- 
ment. 7

During the same ten years the 
Philippines exporied 1,582,904 tons of sugar, 
of which 875,150 tons came to the United 
States, 666,391 vons went to Great Britain, 
and 41,362 tons to continental Europe, thus 
showing that of the total sugar product the 
United States became a customer for 65 
per cent. 

At the current value in New York of four 
cents a pound for hemp and three and three- 
eighths cents for sugar the total exports of 
these two products alone from the islands 
to the United States for the ten years 
amounted to $89,268,722. The export duties 
alone on the hemp and suger sent to the 
United States during the ten years brought 
to the Spanish crown the sum of $5,172,004.

bered, that her forces are disorganized and 
torn by civil and political strife. The North- 
ern and Southern States bear no good wiil 
toward each other, and those of the South 
are only awaiting an opportunity to break 
the chains that bind them to the oppressive 
rule of the Northern States. The States of 
the South really desire to recover the slaves 
and to make the Northern States pay dearly 
for the cost of the civil war, which waged 
with greater or less severity from 1861 to 
1866 


“The Spanish legions, though they ma 
be not so numerous, are better equipped, 
drilled, and officered, and can easily defeat 
their Yankee enemies. Spain has divine 
right on its side, and in tomputing forces 
this great factor must not be stricken out 
of the eonsideration. The soldiers of Spain 
are fired with sentiments of patriotism, 
and this quality is absolutely unknown in 
the United States. The troops of that coun- 
try are made up of people born in other 
countries, and, although they have gone 
through the form of swearing allegiance to 
the United States they have no respect for 
that government. 

‘*Soldiers without patriotism cannot cope 
with those that are patriotic. In some of 
the legions of the United States there will 
be’ many adventurers, but these will melt 
away before Spanish and 
valor. Taken, all in all, Spain must vic- 
torious.”” 

“Tt was an extraordinary naval success 
achieved by Admiral Dewey,” said Repre- 
sentative Updegraff of Iowa. ‘** The entire 
destruction of the Spanish fleet with only 
six injured has no parallel in naval warfare. 
The acquisition of the Philippines with its 
8,000,000 of pegple in the Asiatic seas will 
be certain to raise the question as to whether 
the country shall take a hand in the control 
of Asiatic trade and the partition of the Fast, 
and may, if this policy is adopted, compel 
us to form an alliance with Great Britain.”

“Commodore Dewey's victory has no par- 
allel in the annals of naval conflicts,”’ said 
Representative Landis of Indiana, “ and will 
have great moral effect. Commodore Dewey 
can have any gift that it is in the power of 
Congress to bestow, and before the end of 
this month I hope to see an Admiral’s flag 
fiying from the staff of the Raltimore.”

Officials of the revenue cutter service say 
Engineer Randall was subject to heart dis- 
ease, and are of the belief that his death 
was brought on by the excitement of the 
battle. James H. Chalker, chief engineer 
of the revenue cutter Corwin, now lying in 
the harbor at San Francigco, has been ap- 
pointed Randall's successor. He will go 
to his new post with the expedition which 
will leave San Franciseo for Manila. 

Randall was one of the oldest and most 
efficient engineers in the service of the navy. 
He was born in Portsmouth, O., nearly 
forty-eight years ago, and was appointed as 
a second engineer June 17, 1874. He received 
his promotion to the grade of first assistant 
engineer May 8, 1883, being appointed chief 
engineer on June 6, 1895. He was assigned to 
duty on the McCulloch Dec. 12, 1807. 

Some months later the revenue cutter 
started from Philadelphia upon its cruise 
around the world, which terminated in the 
great naval battle at Manila. Randall was 
unmarried, but leaves an aged mother, who 
lives at Portsmouth, and a host of friends.

Camp Tanner, State Fair Grounds, Spring- 
field, May 7.—[{Special. ]}—Overshadow- 
ing all news of camp life or of the mustering 
into the United States service today of the 
Fifth and ‘Third Regiments, aJmost the sole 
topic of conversation at the post was the 
first authentic news from American sources 
of the great victory achieved by Commodore 
Dewey in the harbor of Manila. THE 
‘Trrsune furnished this story of the disaster 
to the Spanish fleet, carrying the tidings to 
the camp as well as to the residents of 
Springfield before the breakfast hour. 
Bulletins were received every half hcur dur- 
ing the day, and eager crowds scanned every 
sheet until the arrival of the extra TRIBUNE 
in the afternoon giving details. | 

The War department again found it neces- 
gary to curb the ambition Of the Illinois 
militia and the State authorities. A mes- 
Bage was received by vernor Tanner from 
Adjutant General H. BE. Corbin stating that 
the wishes of the State administration in 
regard to the calling into«service of the in-

@pected. General Corbin explained that if 
the request of Illinois were granted and spe- 
into

ment. 
Plaint of Hospital Corps. 


Another message received by Governor 
Tanner was from Surgeon General Stern- 
berg, U. S. A., who requested Surgeon Gen- 
eral Senn to nominate candidates for a hos- 
pital corps, in addition to the corps now in 
the State service. From the candidates so 
nominated the Medical Examining board will 
select seven hospital stewards, nine acting 
stewards, and 185 privates. The hospital 
corps allowed for, as stated, is not in addi- 
tion to State hospital corps. There are 185 
Stewards in the present service who are 
kicking tonight at the order excluding them 
from service unless they go in as privates. 

The Third Regiment followed the Fifth in 
being mustered into the United States serv- 
ice. The Fifth became the first volunteer 
regiment in the counfry at 10:30 o’clock this 
morning, Colonel J. 8S. Culver and the staff 
Officers being sworn in in the regimental 
headquarters. Major C. 8S. Roberts admin- 
istered the oath which completed the cer- 

monies. The companies will have to be

‘PASS FORGED PAYCHECKS 


DERS AGAINST SWIFT & co. 


Saloonkeepers in Strck-Yards District 
Easily Victimized by the Fraudu- 
tent 
Printer, Arrested Charged with 
Complicity in the Matter — Police 
Unable to Find Others Said to Be 
Able to Throw Light on the Case. 


Saloonkeepers in the neighborhood of the 
Stock-Yards during the last week have been 


$1,000 by a gang of forgers who have fiood- 
ed the district with fraudulently signed pay 
checks drawn against G. F. Swift & Co., the 
packers. Hardly a saloonkeeper in the dis- 
trict has escaped. 

Captain Lavin of the Stock-Yards police 
has arrested one man who is supposed to 
be implicated. Two others, who are said 
to have passed the forged checks, have not 
been apprehended. The man arfested is 
Edward Burton, a.printer, living at 5539 
Sangamon street. The police have been in- 
formed that Bert Pettit, who was employed 
by Swift & Co. as a messenger, and Joseph 
Short, who lived at 5114 Sherman street, 
may be able to throw light on the case. 
Search for them has.proved fruitless. 

The operations of the men were almost al- 
Ways successful. It is supposed that blank 
pay checks of Swift & Co. were procured 
and from them a copper plate was made. 
The checks were then filled in for various 
amounts, ranging from $10 to $15. All of 
the checks bore the forged signature of 
Miss H. Tabor, who signs the pay checks for 
the company. The work was so cleverly 
done that saloonkeepers and small dealers 
in the vicinity, who are accustomed to re- 
ceiving pay checks of the firm from its em- 
ployés in lieu of cash, accepted them with- 
out suspicion. They in turn forwarded them 
to the Natjonal Live Stock Bank, which also 
pronounced them genuine. The forgery was 
not discovered -until the bank sent them to 
Swift & Co., when they were immediately 
pronounced spurious. | 

Burton declares he was not engaged in the 
‘actual operations of the gang. Captain 
Lavin detailed Detectives Niland and Shee- 
han to discover who had been passing the 
checks. A canvass disclosed the fact that 
many had been made victims and good 
descripticns of two men who had passed the 
checks were obtained. The detectives wait- 
ed at Swift & Co.'s office the next morning 


ask him questions, but he did not appear. 
Neither was he at his home, at 5740 Morgan 
street. Burton was not suspected at first, 
but a canvass among down-town engravers 
disclosed the fact that a copper plate simi- 
lar to the one used by Swift & Co. had been 
made for him.

ITALY FACES A REVOLUTION. 


Rioting at Different Points Threatens 
to Take On the Form of an 
Uprising. 


Milan, May 7, midnight.~—Today’s riots 
had all the appearance of a general rising. 
The troops destroyed all the barricades. 
Several soldiers were wounded severely. A 
number. of rioters were killed or wounded. 
Strong reinforcements of troops have been 
summoned. 

The rioting was most serious at the Pal- 
azzo Saporiti, in the Corso Venezia, and 
several houses in the Porta Venezia were 
sacked. Barricades were constructed in the 
Via Torino and elsewhere. A number of 
rioters were killed or wounded. All work- 
men in the city struck. The editors of the 
republican journal, ItaHa de! Populaja, have 
been arrested, having published in that 
paper an inflammatory article. 

Rioting is reported tonight from Florence, 
where the troops had to charge and disperse 
the mob. Disturbances have occurred in 
Fermo, a city of central Italy, in the Marches.

The proposition meets with the heartiest 
approval of Secretary Alger’s military ad- 
visers. Most of the latter have maintained 
all along in favor of aggressive action, and. 
it was a source of great disappointment to 
them when they found the climatic condi- 
tions of Ciba were likely to cause a post- 
ponement of the invasion, and that the 
work in Cuba was likely to await the organ- 
ization of a volunteer army. Most of the 


Military authorities are confident that the 


Spaniards in Cuba can be defeated as com- 
pletely as was the enemy at Manila. 

The War department officials refused to 
divulge the method by which this would be 
obtained, but there are a number of propo- 
sitions which come from expert sources, 
and which have been discussed in this con- 
nection. One is the plan which places an 
American force in the eastern provinces 
of Cuba, in the rear of the Gomez army. 
This would probably be in the western part 


of the Province of Puerto Principe or the 


eastern part of the Province of Matanzas. 
This military support of the Gomez forces 
would be supplemented by furnishing sup- 
plies to the insurgent army and moving 
toward the west into the Province of Ha- 
vana, driving before it the Spanish army. 
Another proposition has been to land two 
forces, one, as already described, in the rear 


of the Gomez line, and the other in the ene- 


my’s own country, probably in the Province 
of Pinar del Rio, using for this purpose our 
cavalry and light artillery. 

There are available at the southern points 
of concentration about 18,000 troops. A part 
of these will be utilized as a landing party 
at Puerto Rico, but the present intention is 
to make use of the larger portion of the mo- 
bilized regulars in the Cuban invasion. The 
impression prevails that the landing and the 
‘operation of American forces in Cuba will 
be without regard to the preliminary attack 
from the fleet, alinough there is a plan, 
which is generally approved, to have the 
attack simultaneous. The plans which have 
been discussed all along in relation to Cuba 
have contemplated the joint maneuvers of. 
our land and water forces, . 


Not Afraid of Morro. 

No doubt has been entertained fin regard 
to the effectiveness of the fire of our ships 
on the Havana fortifications and on the cov- 
ered batteries along the northern coast. The 
experience of Commodore Dewey at Manila 
has served to strengthen this sanguine view. 
It is admitted, however, that the vital work 
of the war remains before us, and that our 
maval force has yet to reach the fleet and 
the ships in which the enemy repose their 
greatest confidence. ~ 

There is nothing to indicate that the plans 
for invasion will be interrupted by the ap- 
pearance of the enemy in Cuban waters, 
and it has not been deemed necessary to 
further Gonsider, the. possibility of any at- 
tack along our coast. 

It seems to be the intention of the admin- 
istration to delay no longer on account of 
the possibilities of Spanish action-on the 
sea. It is expected that the North Atlantic 
fleet will have engaged and defeated the 
Spanish vessels before they reach Cuban 
waters, and this is likely from present indi- 
cations to be the next event of war. Just 
where this will take place, or how the forces 
will be organized, of course, is the veriest 
guesswork. | 

It is certain that Sampson and his ships 
will reduce the fortifications at Puerto Rico, 
and this may be accomplished tomorrow or 
early next week. They may even sail fur- 


rate, the military occupation of Puerto Rico 
is not far distant, and, according to pres- 
ent plans, is likely to be effected before the 
invasion of Cuba. 


Sampson’s Turn Is Next. 

The greatest interest attaches to the move- 
gnents of the north Atlantic squadron. There 
is a natural fear it may now emerge from 
the conflict with the enemy with such re- 
markable and unaccountable good fortune as 
attended Dewey at Manila, but, had any 
shore sigategists vouchsafed a prédiction in 
regard to the result of such a program as 
Dewey evidently had in mind when he left 
Hongkong, he would have said that nothing 
but the armored-vessels of our navy could 
have escaped injury and that many of the 
lighter vessels would have been lost. He 
would have foreseen extensive personal in- 
juries to the officers and men and would 
have placed the list of the killed at at 
deast 200. The future plans of the war on 
jand and sea is misleading to the prognosti- 
cators. It is expected that Puerto Rico can 
be taken without material loss and the mili- 
tary authorities have come to believe in the 
sanguinity of the present moment that the 
invasion of Cuba will be accomplished with- 
out a disastrous struggle. | 

The third feature in the war program, the 
relief of Dewey, will be undertaken without 
delay. It must be three weeks at least be- 
fore troops and supplies will reach Manila, 
but orders have left Washington to General 
Merriam, directing him to prepare the force.

It is proposed to use in this connection an 
organization known as the Shoup Rangers, ' 
made up of Wyoming mounted troops, under 
the command of a brother-in-law of Senator 
Shoup. Arrangements for transportation 
have been made for 10,000 men, but it is 
doubtful if more than 6,000 or 6,000 are sent. 


Troops for Manila. 

The present plans contemplate starting the 
expedition by May 15. Every effort will be 
made to get the troops on their way before 
that date. The Transpacific Steamship 
company has tendered its services in this 
matter, and already the fleet City of Pekin 
is being loaded with material; the Australia 
and the Queen, other ocean liners have been 
spoken for. The details of these negotiations 
have been placed in the hands of Major J. 
W. Jacobs, who is the Chief Quartermaster 
on the staff of General Merriam. Authorey 
has been vested fn the naval and military 
officers to purchase all needful supplies, and 
negotiations have begun for coal frum 
Japan. This can be accomplished in a per- 
sonal way by securing shipments of fuel 
from Japanese and other ports by local mer- 
chants. his will evade the neutrality ob- 
stacles, which stand in the way of coaling 
our vessels at the ports of neutral countries 
during the war. 

Surgeon General Van Reypen was inclined 
today to withhold the medical and hospital 
supplies which will reach San Francisco on 
Monday from New York. Admiral Dewey's 
report showed there would be scant need of 
supplies of this kind, so far as our own men 
were concerned, but the report stated that 
the surgeons of the Asiatic fleet were caring 
for the sick and wounded of the enemy, a 
circumstance which would deplete the med- 
ical supplies in stock, The quantity of hos- 
pital stores will be shipped on the Peking as 
originally intended, 

Constructor Capps from the Mare Island 
navy yard, and his force of trained work- 
men, will also sail on the ship. While it will | 


be unnecessary te repair damages to our 


own vessels, it is intended to repair the ships 
of the enemy if possible and bring them to 
the Pacific coast. While the dispatch from 
Dewey is meager in the information it con- 
veys, the press dispatches have indicated 
that some of the Spanish ships were sunk by 
the action of their own officers, who <ook 
this course to escape falling into the hands 
of the Americans. This is accepted. that 
there is proof that there is hope of regaining 
these prematurely sunk vessels, of material 
use to our own service. : 
The Charleston, under the command of Cap- 
tain Henry Glass, will probably join Dewey’s 
fleet at Manila. There are difficulties in get- 
ting the ship to this distant port with- 
out recoaling at Honolulu or Yokohama, 
and it might be hecessary to carry @ 
collier for this purpose, cealing en route. 
The necessity for a convoy to the army 
transports is removed by the destruction of 
the entire Spanish fleet at Manila, but the 
Charleston might be of service at the place 
in furnishing additional blue jackets and 
marines, and in replenishing the depleted 
stock of ammunition and projectiles. The 
Charleston could accompany one of thd 
ocean liners, each of which will carry 1,000 
or 1,500 troops, supplies for the force, and 
enough coal to feed the furnaces of the 
Charleston. 


ARMY MAY GO TO PUERTO RICO. 


It Is So Reported in Tampa on General 
Lawton’s Return After a Con- 
ference with Sampson.

Tampa, Fla., May 7.—[Special,]—Colonel 
Lawton returned here tonight after holding 
a consultation with Admiral Sampson at Key 
West. The report now is that the army of 
invasion will be dispatched to Puerto Rico 
instead of to Cuba. This, however, is onlya 
rumor, and cannot as yet be confirmed. 


FORT MORGAN’S GUNS USELESS. 


Pedestals.of Disappearing Guns in the 
Mobile Fort Found Unable to 
Stand Recoil. 


Mobile, Ala., May 7.—[Special.]—Late to- 
night the startling information leaked out 
that all of the disappearing guns at Fort 
Morgan are useless in their present mount- 
ings. They were placed on cement founda- 
tions by engineers under direction of Major 
W. Y. Rossell. 

The foundations have been found to be 
insufficient to withstand the recoil of the 
guns. At the first test the frames were dis- 
placed and two of the guns were thrown 
entirely out of position. The whole of the 
foundations will have to be reconstructed. 

Tonight a bargeload of stone and cement 
left the city for the fort and the new foun- 
dations will be commenced tomorrow morn- 
ing. Mobile is now depending upon sub-

MAHAN IS MOST MYSTERIOUS. 


Naval Expert Arrives Under a False 
Name and Endeavors to Keep 
_ His Identity Secret. 


New York, May 7.—[Special.]—Captain A. 
TT. Mahan, the naval expert, who was sum- 
moned to the Navy department at Wash- 
ington from Rome, where he was gather- 
ing material for a new book, arrived on the 
Etruria today and started at once for Wash- 
ington. : 

For reasons best known to himself Cap- 
tain Mahan surrounded himself with mys- 
tery. His‘ passage was taken under the 
name of A. T. aitland, He kept much 
aloof during the passage of the Cunarder, 
and only disclosed his identity to United 
States Consul Bowen, to Captain Paget of 
the British navy, and to one or two others, 
whom he earnestly begged net to disclose 
the secret of his name. Not even the Cap- 
tain of the ship knew that the gaunt, gray, 
unshaven passenger was the famous Cap- 
tain Mahan. 

Captain Paget admitted that “ Mr. Mait- 
land ’’’ was Captain Mahan, but said that the 
latter had asked him not to disclose his 
real name. Consul Bowen said he thought 
Maitland was some English naval expert 
like Captain Paget. On the pier a reporter 
asked Captain Mahan if his real name was 
not Captain Mahan instead of Maitland. 

“Young man,” said he, ‘‘I am not under 
cross-examination.”’

At last a genuine Spanish spy has been 
captured and tonight he is under military 
guard at the artillery barracks. He wag 
taken into custody by Captain Sage of ths 
Eighth Artillery on a charge of bettig g 
spy, the punishment of which, under mii. 
tary law,,is death. 

The entire capture was a military one and 
the spy will be tried by court-martial, but 
the evidence was worked up personally by 
John E. Wilke, Chief of the Secret Servigg 
bureau of the Treasury department. 

The unfortunate prisoner is a young may 
and American born. He gave the nameof 
Henry Rawlins, which, in al? probability, is 
an alias. He was captured at a boarding. 
house here in Washington, and the seizure 
involved. what appears to be documentary 
evidence of his guilt. 

Up to about three weeks ago he was. 
member of the crew of one of the cruisets 
of the United States navy, the name @ 
which has been suppressed by the federal 
officers for prudential reasons. He has been 
furnishing the Spanish government with in- 
side information of the movement of the 
United States ships and troops and iy his 
treasonable work has utilized both u cabie 


and the mails. 
Full Cipher Code. 


Some of his letters have actually been 
captured, and in his grip, which was taken 
possession of when the arrest was made, 
was found a full cipher cade, evidently in- - 
tended for communication with the Sagasta 
government. The evidence against the 
young man is understood to be of the most 
positive character. Rawlins is charged with 
high treason against the,government of the 
United States in giving aid and comfort to 
the public enemy. The seriousness of this 
arrest is shown by section 5,331 of the 
Revised Statutes, which says: 

‘* Every person owing allegiance to the 
United States who levies war against them 
or adheres to their enemies, giving aid and 
comfort Within the United States or else’ 
where, is guilty. of treason.”’ 

The following section says that “ every 
person guilty of treason shall suffer death 
or at the discretion of the court shail be 
imprisoned at hard labor for not less than 
five years and fined not less than $10.000, 

These provisions are civil statutes, and the 
spy arrested tonight can be punished under 
them in” the federal courts, but the arrest 
was a military one in time of war, ands 
becomes liable to the ominous penalty @ 
section 1,343 of the Revised Statutes, which 
is supplementary to the articles of war, and 
which provides: 

‘All persons who in time of war or af 
rebellion against the supreme authority of 
the United States shall be found lurking@ 
acting as spies in or eae the fortificatio# 
posts, quarters, or encaimpments, or anya 
the armies of the United States or elsewha 
shall be triable by a general court-ms 
or by a military commission, and t 
conviction thereof suffer death.”’

- A HEALTHY CITY GROWTH. 


Great Promise Which Appeared at the Beginning of the Year 


sy Has Been Crushed by War with Spain, but 
a the Outlook Is Still Bright. 


FEW HOUSES ARE VACANT AND RENTS ARE KEPT UP. 


HE renting year of 1808 began in 
CBicago last week under conditions 
which were significant in many re- 
spects and by no means discouraging 
th otners. 

‘It was significant because it showed that 
fewer houses were vacant than last year at 
the same time and that the increase in the 
population of the city over last year was 
marked and healthy. It was not discourag- 
ing because rents in a few instances had ad- 
vanced slightly, and in general were practi- 
Cally the same as last year, despite the fact 
that the activity in building throughout the 
city had greatly increased the number of 
houses of all kinds. The new year also 
showed a tendency on the part of people who 
rent to seek domiciles in flats and apart- 
ment houses rather than in private dwell- 
ings. 

In view of the fact that the renting pros- 
pects sixty days ago were brighter than 
ever before in the history of Chicago, the 
actual resulte were by no means what the 
property-owners and agents had been led to 
expect. They had been rushed with inquiries 
for houses even up to four weeks ago. Fiam- 
ilies who had been boarding and many who 
liad lived in cramped quarters because of 
economy had decided to spread out and 
enjoy the comforts of better hothes. Times 
were better and money easier to justify the 

anges. But the war situation continued 
to grow more serious and finally culminated 
ih hostilities. This naturally changed the 
plans of many and caused them to forego 
moving to other quarters as contemplated. 

“As to the new families-who have moved 

‘tanto Chicago, they seemed to have held the 
demand<for the increase in new houses at 
equillbrium and thereby naturally sustained 
in @ measure the general rent rate. Another 
important factor, too, that has hindered the 
renting season lies in the increase in price 
of staple commodities, resulting from the 
war toa greatextent. Food supplies have 
advanced and certainly deterred many ten. 
ante from changing economical places of 
abode. This isa fact that has co? itself 

nts and property owners allke. 
Tnccects on South Water street is the 
rental barometer of Chicago. In some cases 
aiong the street property this year was 
sented for lese than formerly. In most in- 
stances, however, the rent is the same, and 
leases have been closed accordingly. In 
nearly every case where big leases on down- 
town property expired, renewals were made 

/ gt the same rate or the property was leased 

to new lesseés without reduction.. 


' Real Estate Agents Are Optimistic. 
‘Real estate agents throughout the city 
seem optimistic and think they see a sur- 
prisingly great impetus in their line as soon 
as the war with Spain is brought to an end 
ie time which they think is not more than 
sixty days ahead. They realize that the 
real estate business is the first tg feel the 
effects of a depression or a war disturbance 
. and the last to recover its normal condi- 
tien. Still, they reason that the war will put 
@ vast amount of money in circulation, and 
this money will. soon find its way to the 
_@asees in general. The better the monetary 
conditions the more comforts accrue to the 

people who cohetitute the renting class. The 
effect of the war has already made itself 
patent in the building in Chicago. some of 
the work of construction has been stoppcd;

‘Notwithstanding the war and its influence, 
| however, Chicago holds its own in valuations 
and rentals of property, is going ahead 
Building and growing more populous and 
prosperous than possibly any other city in 
this country. Conservative estimates piace 
the increase in population at about 15 per 
cent over last year. 
.“ Rents in Chicago for the ensuing year 
are holding their own remarkably well, con- 
dering the abnormafkconditions,” said one 
of the lasgest real estate agents in the city. 
“ while there has been an advance in scine 
few instances, the decline in others has been 
sufficient to equalize the whole. In other 
words, rents are practically the same as 
they were last year, with a marked increase, 
however, in the number of tenants. Ninety 
days ego the prospects for the new renting 
-year° were exceptionally bright. Money 
conditions had begun to relax from the de- 
pression of 1898 and 1804, restoring confi- 
detice. Times were becoming better, and 
the finances of people who rent had grown 
easier. The resultant tendency then was 
towards better rents throughout the city, 
despite the increase in building. Anotber 
element which tended to stiffen the demand 
for houses was found in the steady increase 
of the population of the city. All of these 
factors lent a glamour of successvo the new 
edason in our line. 


Conditions Changed by War with Spain. 


However, we reckoned without our hosts, 
the flattering conditions soon began to 
change as the Spanish-American war siiu- 
ation grew more critical. And thirty days 
© the aspect underwent a metamorphosis 
tO @ great extent. Still we should not com- 
plain, for Chicago is in better condition now 
than it ever was, as is shown by the large 
number of buildings of all kinds now going 
up’ in every part of the city and the per- 
ceptible increase in the population. In fact, 
there has been more building in Chicago this 
year—from January to May 1—than for the 
corresponding period of any previous year 
since 1893. In that year building, of course, 
was abnormally large on account of prepara- 
tion for the World's Fair. 

“Tt is a noticeable fact that there are less 
vacant .houses now than there were this 
time last year. We attribute this to sev- 
efal causes; chief of which is the {ncrease in 


pulation. Among the many inquiries for 
ouses received by us in March and April 


the number of strangers moving into Chi- 


cago was marked. Just what per cent the 
increase will show we are unable to say, but 


are justified in asserting that it is a healthy 


growth and indicative of better conditions 


for the city. Of course, the more people 


the greater the demand for houses, both | 


dwellings and stores. It is true that many 
people have gone to live in the suburban 
towns, but the loss is more than compensat- 
ed for by the influx of newcomers, Then 
again, many families who have been board- 


ing for some time, have gone to housekeep- | 
ing and that has increased the demand for. 


apartment houses and dwellings. We find 


that the demand for apartment houses is‘ 


greater now than was ever known in the 


history of Chicago. That is because of the 
conveniences that are found in them. So » 
marked is this tendency that families are 


leaving individual dwellings for apartment 
places.. This in turn has forced the dweli- 


ing owners to improve their property by 


putting in modern conveniences and other- 
wise making it attractive and desirable. — 


Practice Economy Till the War Ends. 


“The Spanish-American war has, of 
course, militated against our line ne busi- 
ness a8 well as others. In times of such dis- 
turbances there is an unsettling of normal 
conditions far-reaching in its significance 


and scope. The present war with Spain is 


no exception. Many families who sixty days 


ago contemplated moving in 
into better houses 


continue :their abode in- cheaper quarters 


because of the uncertainty and un 

settlem 
produced by the war. As soon as the ss 
hag ended, which we think will be not more 


than sixty days or less, the proces ~ 
tlement in conditions to a will 
begin, and we expect then to see an tm- 
petus in our line. Since the war crisis cap- 
ital has grown timid, building loans have 
been withdrawn, and capital called in. The 
effect of this has been noted in the cessa- 
tion of building until normal conditions have 
been resumed.” 


“ Thirty days ago we were led %o believe 


that the renting season just begun would be 


more than satisfactory because of the 
healthy conditions that prevailed; but the 
Spanish-American war caused an unsettle- 
ment of affairs in general and our line was 
affected, naturally,’ said another of the 
leading Chicago real estate agents. ‘‘ De- 
spite the change, however, there has been 
less moving this season than last and more 
renewals at practically the same rental fig- 
ures of last year. A slightly better demand 
for stores, offices, and apartments has been 
noted this season, which is a salutary indi- 
cation. To the casual observer of the un- 


usual activity in building in Chicago during 
this spring it would appear that the supply 
of houses would have had a tendency to 
lessen the demand and thereby greatly affect 
rents.. Such has not been the case. The in- 
flux of people has furnishe@ more tenants 
and rents have'remained virtually the same 
as last season. The first four months of this 
year saw hundreds of new buildings con- 
structed all over the city. Capital sought 


investment in real estate and improvements. 


It was the best proof of the restoration of 
confidence and better times. Building loans 
could be easily secured. There was a gen- 
eral relaxation of money. Everything gave 
promise of a prosperous year. In some in- 
stances increase in rents was contemplated. 
Thé war scare grew and hostilities devel- 
oped, however, and changed the general con- 
ditions materially. As a result building; 
except in some instances, has stopped and 
some of the people who rent are preferring 
to remain just as they are rather than move 
to homes that offer more comfort and con- 


veniences at a greater cost in rentals. 


Look for a Large Increase Soon. 


* However, as soon as we get through with 
Spain we look for a resumption of better 


conditions. The war is putting more money 
in circulation and it will gradually percolate 
to ti middle and lower classes, and they, in 
turn, can better afford the enjoyments of life, 


the chief of which is living in comfortable 
houses. Thereisa probability then of higher 


rents. There seems to be a tendency this 


season for South-Siders to go to the North 
Side and West Side residents to move to the 
South Side. Since the year began the South 
Side, especially along the Alley ‘ L,’ has en- 
joyed an increase in building. Many new 
flat structures and dwellings have been 
erected and are in course of erection along 
this line. This is due toa great extent to the 
transportation facilities. In fact, rapid tran- 
sit has come to be the ‘sine qua non’ to 
property owners. The renting problem isa 
great one in Chicago. It is influenced by a 
thousand and one things which a layman 


would hardly conceive. 


‘The building prior to,the World’s Fair was 
abnormal. When the fair closed there was 
a plethora of houses of all kinds throughout 
the city—more room than there were ten- 
ants. The result was a big falling off in 
building for several years. The city had to 
grow to catch up. The hiatus had to be 
filled. That was finally accomplished by 
the growth of the city’s population; it was 
followed by a general resumption of normal 
conditions as regards building, with the con- 
struction of a better class of modern struc- 


tures.”’ 


No better evidence of the prosperity and 
growth of a city can be pointed to than its 


activity in building. It means many things, 


not the least of which is an increase in popu- 
lation. And, In turn, an increase in popu- 
lation means a greater demand for houses, 
the rate of rent depending upon the preva- 
lent condition of affairs in general. The 
building season in Chicago began with re- 
newed activity in the early spring and in- 
creased in scope to unus proportions. Up

It will be seen that the number of building 
permits issued by the city during the first 
four months in 1897 exceeded those issued 
for the corresponding period of this year by 
about 300 and the cost about $500,000. Thése 
figures, however, do not represent the 
amount of actual building during the com- 
parative periods and especially of this year. 
With but few exceptions the actual building 
from January to May 1, 1898, is coextensive 
with the number of permits issued. Added to 
this building now in progress is nearly half 
as maich more for which permits were issued 


in the latter part of 1897 and on which work 


was commenced after the new year, running 
the total up to about 2,200 buildings at $8,- 
500,000 cost. Of the permits issued since 
January, 1808, 844 were for dwellings. Less 
dwellings were permitted during this period 
than for the same period last year, but the 


‘record shows that in place of dwellings, 


flat and apartment structures were erected. 
This bears out the statement of the real es- 
tate dealers that the tendency now is to 
the building of flats and apartment houses 
to meet the growing demand for that char- 
acter of houses. 


WHERE CLAY PIPES COME FROM. 


Largest Factory in the World in Ap- 


pomatox County—How It Was 
Started. 


The ag aoe tobacco-p!pe factory in the 
world is located in Appomattox County, 
near Pamplin City. | 

This is in itself an interesti fact, and 
one not generally known, but the manner 
in which the factory came to be located in 
Appomattox is of even greater interest. 

It had been known for many years prior to 
the war between the States that there ex- 
isted clay in that county well adapted to 
the manufacture of tobacco pipes, but the 
industry was carried on in the most desolu- 
tory way. Sometimes a negro at odd times 
would fashion a few rude pipes and sell 
them in the neighborhood, generally. at the 
country store, receiving in exchange such 
articles as he coveted most and were within 
the reach of the moderate means derived 
from the sale of his handiwork. _— 

But at the close of the war the whites 
turned their attention to the clay deposits. 
It was a necessity and not a matter of choice. 

The war had Swept away everything. The 
implements with which the pipes were manu- 
factured were simple and crude, and it must 
be confessed that the article which they fab- 
ricated did not bear the closest possible 


resemblance to those turned out by th 


thousand today. 

The pipes were sold to local merchants, 
who shipped them to wholesale dealers in 
Northern cities, who sold them to retailers 
throughout the country. : 

And now comes the part of the story that 
sounds rather romantic, though it is every 
word true. 

Among the retail dealers who purchased. 
a lot of these poor men’s pipes was a gro- 
ceryman in @ little town in Ohio. He sold 
them at from two to five cents apiece and 
found them popular. 

Among those who purchased one was a 
wealthy citizen of the town, who was led 
to do so by a less wealthy neighbor, who had 
found them sweet smokers. The capitalist 
was delighted. He smoked nothing else for 
some time, and finally inquired of the 
grocerymen as to where the pipes were 
made. The latter could only give the name 
of the wholesale dealer from whom he had 

urchased, but from him the gentleman 
earned that the pipes were made from a 
clay bank in the County of Appomattox, In 
Virginia. 

The gentleman saw that the pipes were of 
rude construction. He saw also that were

CORRESPONDENTS IN WARS. 


Difficulties Experienced by English 


Newsgatherers—The Army Censor— 
Advantage of Having Reporters. 


“In an article Michael MacDonagh answers 


in the Fortnightly Review the question as 


to whether or not we can rely on our war 


news. The subject is one of the gravest im- 
portance to the public, as we are just now in- 
volved in a network of foreign complications. 
In tracing the history of war correspondents, 


Mr. MacDonagh states that the first war 


correspondent was Sir H. Howard Russell, 


who represented the Times in the Crimean 


war. Unrecognized by the military author- 


ities, his position with the troops was at- 
tended by many discomforts. He had, how- 


ever, perfect freedom of action. The posi- 


tion of the war correspondent has since been 


entirely changed. Freedom of action has now 


been curtailed, although the change, as far 
as his personal comfort is concerned, is for 


the better. . 
. Lord Wolseley has, since 1869, been op- 


posed to the presence in camp of a news- 
paper correspondent. Communications sent 
by him to his newspaper would, in his Lord- 


ship’s belief, supply the enemy with the 
means of receiving valuable information. 
Similar sentiments were held by other offi- 


cers. This consideration led the War office 


to prepare a drastic code of regulations re- 
stricting the independence of the journalist 
in the field. Here is the eighth rule in that 
code: “The press censor ... may de- 
tain or alter the communication (from a 
correspondent) should he deem it injurious 
to the interests of the army.’’ The result 
of this rule has, according to Mr. Mac- 
Donagh, been the development of a system 
of mutilating press messages to the extent, 
in some instances, of entirely reversing the 
facts. He gives a case in point that oc- 
curred in the recent war between Turkey 
and Greece. 

One correspondent wrote: ‘“ The Crown 


Prince rode this morning through the streets | 
of Oomeko uncheered.”” On reaching Eng- | 


land the message read that the Crown Prince 


had been “ loudly cheered.’’ Mr. MacDonagh } 


admits that it is perfectly legitimate for the 
War office to check the publication of mat- 
ters injurious to the interests of the army, 
but that is no reason why expression should 
be given to a falsehood. The writer next 
proceeds to deal with the various other ob- 
jections urged against the presence of a 
journalist with an army in the field. He 
ecouts the idea that hostile criticisms of the 
conduct of the campaign might shatter the 
confidence of the soldiers in their leaders, 
It is the talk about the campfires at night 
that brings about that condition of affairs. 

A proposal has recently been made that an 
officer on the retired list should in future 
act as a war correspondent, but Mr. Mac- 
Donagh proves not only the inexpediency 
but also the impracticability of such a 
policy. It would frustrate the aim of news- 
papers from securing the best man as their 
correspondent. And a military correspond- 
ent would be unduly sympathetic with his 
brother-officer and be less independent than 
a civilian. 


Last, but not least, past history shows 
that in every case the latter has scored in 
every campaign. against military corre- 
spondents in sending expeditiously from the 
field the kind of news the public wants. . In 
conclusion, Mr. MacDonagh maintains that 
war correspondence is now a regular branch 
of journalism. Any attempt on the part of 
the War office to tamper with this branch of 
work will not be tolerated by the public, 
which will not be content with cold, official 
reports published months after the event, 
but will insist on having early and indepen- 
dent accounts from the seat of war.

“When Washington issued his farewell 
address the United States was a feeble na- 
tion, composed of thirteen colonies, just 


Germany, France, or Scandinavia. The dif- 
ference in the history of these nationalities, 
during the nineteenth century, has been a 
difference not in the direction in which their 
life has tended, ‘but in the rapidity with 
which it has moved. The yoke of Bourbon- 
ism is broken forever; the holy alliance will 
never be reformed. Politically, socially, in- 
dustrially, and even physically, the United | ; 
States and Europe have been drawn together J 
by the irresistible course of events. 

**We are identified with the civilized world, 
interested in its problems, concerned in its 
progress, injured in its disasters, helped by , 
its prosperities. The time has therefore 
passed when the United States can say: ‘We | 
are sufficient unto ourselves, we will go our 
way; the rest of the world may go its way.’ 
The question is. not, ‘ Shall we avoid entang- 
ling alliances?’ We are entangled with all 
the nations of the globe; by commerce, by 
manufactures, by race and religious affili- 
ations, by popular and political sympathies. 
The question for us to determine is not 
whether we shall live and work in fellowship 
with European nations, but whether we shall 
choose our fellowship with wise judgment 
and definite purpose, or whether we shall 
allow ourselves to drift into such fellowships 
as political accident or the changing inci- 
dents of human history may direct.

VICTORY AND VENGEANCE. 
Commodore Dewey’s long silence has been 


all that has been said as to the brilliance of 
his victory in Manila harbor. As reported 
exclusively in Tue Tripune of yesterday 
morning, in the first direct news from Ma- 
nila to reach the American continent, the 
victory of our fleet was complete and over- 
whelming.. Eleven Spanish ships were 
sunk, with 300 Spaniards killed and 400 
injured,. while not an American ship was 
lost and not a single American killed. The 
amazing completeness of the victory is 
unique in the naval annals of the world. 

In that crushing blow Spain has received 
a just and righteous punishment for its das- 
tardly act in Havana harbor. The Maine 
and its martyred seamen are avenged. 
Spanish treachery has received its recom- 
pense from the mailed band of American 
heroism. . 

Those two closely related events on op- 
posite sides of the globe will forever stand 
out upon the pages of history in striking 
contrast.

Whatever may have been the inefficiency of 
the Spanish fleet, as proved in the sequel, it 
must not be forgotten that Dewey and his 
men had no assurance of this as he ad- 
vanced upon their superior numbers, any 
more than he had any assurance of escaping 
the submarine mines in the harbor.

miral in recognition of his magnificent work. 
Sweeter words than these no brave man can 
know, and Dewey—Admiral Dewey—de- 
serves them. In the words of the Secretary 
of the Navy: “ He isthe greatest naval hero 
of modern times and the victory was the 
greatest of naval victories.” 

The Manila triumph not only avenges the 
Maine and: makes Cuba free, but it also es- 
tablishes the place of the United States 
among the great naval powers of the world.

He is evidentlygthe right manin 
the right place, and should be held in grate- 
ful remembrance by Americans generally. 


NOW FOR HAWAII. 
Now that all doubt has been removed as 
to the result of Commodore Dewey’s ex- 
pedition against the Spanish fleet in the 


Philippines by confirmation of his magnifi- 


cent victory in Manila Bay it is more than 
ever incumbent upon Congress to act affirm- 


the Sandwich Islands to the United States. 
- The present status of the question is for- 
‘tunately such as to place it in the power of 
Congress to settle it without delay. Not 
only has the Hawaiian Senate ratified the 
second treaty of annexation concluded less 
than a year ago, but, within the last few 
days intelligence has been received from 
Honolulu that President Dole—acting, no 
doubt, on the authority of the Congress of 
the little republic, and recognizing our 
present situation with a war on our hands 


‘against Spain, has sent to President Mc- 


Kinley a tender of the islands to the United 
States for war purposes. This has already 
been followed by the introduction*by Mr. 
Newlands of Nevada of a resolution in the 
House providing for confirmation of the 
cession, which there is every reason to be- 
lieve will be adopted by an overwhelming 
majority in that body and also receive a 
majority vote in the Senate. 

While there are reasons which might 
justify the government in forcibly seizing 
and occupying the islands as a base of sup- 
plies it is desirable that this step should be 
avoided, especially as it is now in the power 
of Congress to act in a regular and formal 
manner upon the original question of an- 
nexation without loss of time. Their posses- 


sion at the present time would not only bea 


most valuable aid to our victorious fleet now 
in the Philippines, but would give the 
strongest assurance for the protection and 
safety of our cities on the Pacific coast, 
since no hostile fleet reaching them from 
Asiatic or Australasian ports would be in’ 
a condition to inflict serious damage. On. 


‘this point Senator Morgan of Alabama, 


who visit e islands a few months ago, 
speaking\ the sentiments of experienced 
officers of the army and navy—the best 
judges on this question—says: 


Almost with one accord, and for reasons that 
they a‘l agree upon, this great body of officers 
declare with earnest emphasis that Hawali is 
indispensable to the protection of our Western 
coast; that it will enable us to dispense with ex- 
pensive land defenses at many of the lesser ports, 
which otherwise we should be compelled to build: 
that it would enable us to defend our extensive 
coast on the Pacific with fewer ships than we must 
now employ, because our coast line is the are 
of a great circle, of which Fearl harbor is the 
center;-and that in the event of a war of in- 
vasion directed against our Pacific coast no nation 
could afford to take the risk of a direct attack 
upon any of our harbors without first driving us 
from our advanced and fortified position ‘in 
Hawail. ... Annex Hawaii and we will rap- 
idly build up at Honolulu, in sight of Pearl har- 
bor, @ commercial mart like Hongkong. protected 
by a fortress easy of construction, far etronger 
than Gibraltar, that will stand sentinel over the 
surrounding ocean for thousands of miles. 


It is impossible for any intelligent man 
not to see the force of thisargument. With 
the Hawaiian Islands in our possession and 
provided with means for the repair of vés- 
sels and stocks of coab and other supplies, 
we should be in control of the highway of 
the central Pacific, and in an impregnable 
position. The question of government— 
whether, they shall become a part of the

KOHISAAT CAUGHT IN-HIs OWN TRAP. 

The circulation of Tue Trrisune, daily 
and Sunday, is much larger than that of 
Kohlsaat’s newspaper. This fact is univer- 
sally admitted. Advertisers know it and 
Kohlsaat does not dispute it. 

The excess, however, has been a question 
in controversy between Kohlsaat and some. 
of the large advertisers of Chicago. He 
knew that the circulation of his own news- 
paper was comparatively small, and he flat- 
tered himself with the hope that that of 
Tur Trisune was not more than double 
his own. He may be imagined as fig> 
uring about in this way: “If the Times- 
“ Herald on Sunday has about 60,000, THe 
“TRIBUNE cannot have more than twice 
“that circulation. I will be perfectly safe, | 
“therefore, in saying that THe TRIBUNE 
“has not to exceed 120,000, If I make a 
“wager of $5,000 that Tue TRIBUNE 
“has not averaged 120,000 during the last 
“three months I shall have a good margin 
“for safety, my contention will not be dis- 

“puted, nobody will know how small my 
“circulation is, and I shall have a rise out 
“of Tue TRIBUNE.” 

Indulging this false hope, in which he was 
encouraged by servile subordinates, Mr. 
Kohlsaat on the 6th of April last printed 
in the Times-Herald editorially the follow- 
ing challenge: 

If “*The Tribune’ will select a committee of 
three from six of the largest advertisers in the 
Sunday papers—Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., Mandel 
Bros., Schlesinger & Mayer. The Fair, A. M. 
Rothschild & Co., and Siegel, Cooper & Co.—to 
examine its circulation and pressroom books, and 
if the committee shall make a report showing that 
the circulation of ‘‘ The Sunday Tribune "’ for the 
last three months exceeds 120,000 copies, the 
Times-Herald will pay into the committee's hands 
$5,000, to be givem to any charity in the city named 
by the committee. 


Tur TrrisuneE the next morning accepted 
It extended invitations to 
the six firms mentioned, and the invitation 
was accepted by three of the firms— 
Messrs. Carson, Pirie, Scott & Co., Mandel 
Brds., and Siegel, Cooper & Co? 
The report of that committee is printed at 
length in another part of this issue of Tue 
TRIBUNE. It shows in brief that thepaid 
circulation of THe Trisune for the first 
thirteen Sundays in 1898 was as follows:

quarter of 1898, The circulation for April3 
was found by the committee to be 170,230. 
The expert employed by the committee 
found the circulation of the last four Sun- 
days to be as follows: 


10. April 24. +++. 184,928 


The circulation of the last three weeks 
may be considered war circulation, but 
that of the first thirteen Sundays in 1898 
is peace circulation, and that previous to 
the 15th of February, when the Maine was 
sunk, was absolutely normal and unaffected 
by any conditions of excitement prevailing 
in the country. 

It is thus shown that the circulation of 
Tue TRIBUNE during the Sundays in ques- 
tion was 331-3 per cent larger than that 
which it was admitted by the Times-Herald 
to possess. Indeed, the Times-Herald, hav- 
ing due regard for a large “ margin of safe- 
ty,” must have estimated Tus 
circulation at much less than 120,000. We 
are firmly of the opinion it was more than 
double and perhaps triple that of the Times- 
Herald, and the fact that the Times-Herald 
was willing to risk $5,000 on the statement 
that it could not excéed 120,000, while at 
the same time the large excess over the 
Times-Herald was not disputed, indicates 
that the circulation of the Times-Herald 
was much less than it claimed, One of 
the largest advertisers in Chicago, whose 
name we will give if pressed for it, says that 
Kohlsaat, before he made his bluff-bet, 
only claimed to have “ two-thirds” of thé 
circulation of THe Sunpay Trisune. If, 
therefore, Kohlsaat believed Tue TRIBUNE 
had much less than 120,000 circulation he 
must have had much less than 80,000, or 
less than one-half the circulation of THz 
Sunpay TRIBUNE as reported by the com- 
mittee; and even this “claim” of 80,000 
or less is unverified; it rests upon | his unsup- 
ported assertion. 

There is one way to remove all doubt on 
thig subject, and that is for Kohlsaat to 
submit his books from Jan. 1 to date to an 
examination as rigid as that which Tu» 
TRIBUNE has invited and welcomed. The 
committee offers its services and that of an 
expert to make a similar examination. 

The report containing these figures is 
verified by the examination of an expert 
appointed by the committee. The expert. 
was wholly unknown to THe TriBunze be- 
fore the investigation began. He checked 
the bundles delivered to the carriers and 
“traced the current history of all tickets, 
entries, receipts, and cash transactions.” 


He rewrote all ledger accounts direct from 


the charge tickets and checked his totals 


: with the ledgers. He examined the books, 


paper bills, and wagon accounts. He pro- 
cured affidavits from dealers, from the 
superintendent of the pressroom, the super- 
intendent of the mailing-room, and the gen- 
eral cashier of Toe TRIBUNE, and also from 
the business manager of the Chicago Even- 
ing Journal, in the pressrooms of which the 
“want” sheet of Tae Cuicaco TRIBUNE 
has been printed for a number of weeks. 
He watched the cash register as the news- 
boys paid for their checks, and checked and 
cross checked every item of account which 
would tend to throw light on the subject 
under investigation. Finally, his statement 
was sworn to and his conclusions cannot be 
disputed by any honest man. 

Now, it remains for Br'er Kohlsaat to 
say what he .is going to do about it. His 
offer to “ pay $5,000 into the hands of the 
committee ” in case it should “ make a re- 
“port showing that the circulation of Tux 


“exceeds 120,000 copies ” was voluntary and | 


it was unconditional. His word is given. 
If his credit is to be sustained and his stand- 


ing as a business- -man and a man of honor . 


he must pay over that $5,000. We shall be 
glad to be notified that the committee has 
received his certified check for that amount 
and that the money has been distributed to 
some deserving charity to be named by the 
committee. 


‘HERMIT POLICY OUTGROWN, 
. Elsewhere in: this issue of Tum Trrs- 


UNE appears a portion of a noteworthy arfi- 


cle by the Rev. Dr. Lyman Abbott in the 
May North American advocating an “ An- 
gio-American understanding,” and urging 
the abandonment of the hermit policy en- 
joined by President Washington in his 
farewell address. Dr. Abbott’s thesis is 
valid, but it can be made much stronger by 
going into details. The three main reasons 
he advances on behalf of an alliance, or 
“ understanding,” 
States and Great Britain are the commer- 
cial, political, and moral advantages that 
would accrue to both countries by a closer 
entente cordiale between these great 
branches of Christian and Anglo-Saxon civ- 
ilization. He is right when he says: 

I believe that the time has come when we ought, 


as a nation, to recognize the fact that we are not 
only an American nation but @ world nation; 


when we ought to take our place, with clear and 
definite understanding that we are doing so, among 
the nations of the world; when we ought to form 
clearly to ourselves our national purpose, and 
seek such affiliations as will promote that pur- 
pose. 

It is the nation’s closer approach to this 
view that has led it into the present war on 
behalf of Cuba. That it is the true and 
statesmanlike view to take in this era 
of our history may be proved by over- 
whelming evidence. In abandoning the 
policy laid down by Washington in his fare- 
well address the nation is in nowise dis- 
counting his wisdom, It is merely taking 
up the responsibilities imposed upon it by 
the mighty growth and strength that have 
come to it in the century which has passed 
since Washington’ s solemn words were 


‘spoken. 


Washington gave his advice against en- 
tangling alliances as a father speaking to his 
defenseless child. It, was the wise and 
statesmanlike advice suited to the year 
1786, but it was not meant to apply to the 
year 1898 or to any portion of this later era. 
If Washington were himself advising the 
great nation of today he would counsel the 
larger policy that looks beyond our bor- 
ders and upholds the glory of the American 
flag in every quarter of the globe, 

For this, reason the hermit policy advocat- 
ed by the jackrabbit patriots in the early 
stages of the Cuban trouble could not be de- 
fended on the grounds of the farewell ad- 
dress. As Dr. Abbott says, the world has 
moved since that address was spoken, and 
‘America has moved most rapidly of all. 
Perhaps Dr. Abbott would himself have 
been surprised if he had drawn up a statis- 
tical exhibit of this general statement of 
his. 
and cable, and he notes that our manu- 
factures now compete with those of the 
oldest civilizations. He reminds us that. 
our union now covers almost as much terri- 
tory as the old Roman Empire in its palm- 
iest days. He remarks that our nation is 
made up from all the peoples of Europe. 
There is no longer any question of avoiding 
entangling alliances. We are already en- 
tangled with all the peoples of the globe 
by commerce, by manufactures, by race and 
religious affiliations, by popular and polit- 
ical sympathies. To sum it upin his words: 
* Politically, socially, industrially, and even 
physically the United States and Europe 
have been drawn together by the irresist- 


ible course of events.” 


All this is go&pel truth, but Dr. Abbott 
might have made it even stronger if he had 
shown how, in the process of its growth, 
the nation has at the same time outstripped 
all other nations of the globe. Our being 
drawn closer to Great Britain and to all 
Europe by commercial and other ties is one 
reason for abandoning the stay-at-home 
policy, but our overshadowing proportions 
are another and even stronger reason for 
being a nation among nations and taking 
the part that the obligations of strength 
impose upon us. A few figures in the way 
of comparative statistics will best illustrate 
the point. 

At the time when Wiasliinites uttered his 
famous address the United States had less 
than 4,000,000 inhabitants; today it has 
72,000,000. During the same century Great 
Britain’s 14,000,000 have grown only to 
88,000,000, though it has so many millions 
more scattered throngh its dependencies 
that this will not serve for a comparison. 
But France in the closing decade of the last 
century had 27,000,000 inhabitants and it 
now has 88,000,000. Austria’s 18,000,000 
have increased to $1,000,000. Germany— 
or what is now Germany—had 15,000,000 
then as against 52,000,000 now. In that 
century Spain’s 10,000,000 have grown only 
to 17,500,000. The Latin races have in- 
creased only about 50 percent. The races 


of Saxon stock on the European continent | 


have in the century added from 100 to 200 
per cent to their populations. But the 
United States in the same period has in- 
creased 2,000 per cent. Here in a nutshell 
is the reason why the American policy of 
Washington's day can no longer be the 
American policy of today. 

No less striking is the change in wealth. 
At the time when Washington uttered his 
farewell address this was one of the poorest 
of nations; now it is the wealthiest nation 
on the face of the earth. The total wealth 
of the American people in that day was 
about 1,000 milliom dollars. Today it is 
$1,000 millions. The United Kingdom’s 
total wealth a century ago was about 8,000 


million dollars, or eight times ours. Today 


it is only five-eighths of ours, or about 51,- 
000 millions; though this does not count the 
wealth of British subjects in India, Aus- 
tralia, and the dependencies. In the same 
period the wealth of France has increased 
from about 7,000 millions to 45,000 millions 
—that is, it has changed from seven times 
our wealth to ‘about one-half of ours. The 
same comparison in our favor might be 
made with all the other European countries. 


In commerce and manufactures it is the 


same. The imports of the United States in 
1796 were 8 1-5 millions; in 1897 they were 
764 millions. Our exports in 1796 were 40 
millions; in 1897 they were 1,051 millions. 
The straits of our inland lakes, navigated 
in Washington's time only by the canoes of 
hostile savages, today carry commercial 
fleets annually exceeding in tonnage the 
commerce of the Suez Canal. The small 
barges, schooners, and sloops in which our 
early Atlantic trade was carried have given 
way to massive steel steamers and ocean 


greyhounds. In place of the stage coaches | 


and wagons plowing through muddy pio- 
neer roads we now have a network of 179,- 
000 miles of railroads, against Burope’s 151,- 
000 miles. A century ago we were pro- 
ducing little or no iron or steel, no silver at 
all, and only a trace of gold from sonie Vir- 
ginia rivers, which the poorest Klondike 


. prospector would scorn. Today the United 


between the United 


He cites the advent of the telegraph 


total of and two-fifths of the 
total product of steel. It produces more 
of both iron.and steel than does Great Brit- 
ain itself. Its output of silver is 39-millions 
annually and its output of gold is 60 mil- 
lions. Similar comparisons might be made 
with copper, lead, and all other metals ex- 
cept tin, 

food products show the 
same commanding power of the United 
States among the nations. Europe is at the 
present moment depending almost absolute- 
ly upon’ American breadstuffs to stand be- 
tween it and famine. The bulk of the 
world’s cotton crop is grown on American 
soil. The world in a real sense looks to the 
United States for its food and clothing. 


Our condition in a century has changed 


from one of frailty to one of command. 
This mighty strength brings with it obli- 
gations to ourselves and toothers. Wecan 
no longer stand aloof under the hands-off 
policy that befitted the infant nation. 
Hideous wrongs like those of the starving 
Cubans beneath the shadow of our nation 
are distinctly our business, and should have 
been made such these many years. As ex- 


President Harrison said the other day: 


“ For what, if not for this, does God make a 


man or a nation strong?” 
As the head of a nation of 72,000,000 peo- 


ple Washington would have been the first 


to reverse the attitude of aloofness. He 
would have been the last man to sympathize 
with a small-bore policy of exclusiveness on 
the part of a mighty nation. The dying 


_eries of the Cubans and the dastardly crime 
in Havana harbor would have been “in- | 


tolerable’ to him from the _ beginning. 
When he counseled that this nation keep 
out of all questions touching upon European 
politics in any way he was speaking to an 
infant nation of four million people, and not 
to the powerful nation of seventy-two mil- 
lions which it was to become a century 
later. 

The circumstances that reveal tha pro- 
found wisdom ‘of the farewell address also 
establish its temporary nature. There was 
no American politics at ‘that time. The 
young nation still rested in the fading shad- 
ow of that mighty struggle between Eng- 
land and France for the mastery of the 


western world—the stupendous conflict of |. 


two centuries which did not really end tntil 
Waterloo. All the politics of this country 
was either English or’ French. Many 
wished to commit the infant republic to the 
cause of the French revolution. Others 
wore binck cockades to signify their dis- 
like for thkt cause and their sympathy with 
Great Britain. ‘Through those early years 
some shouted for Napoleon and some for 
Pitt, but there was no independent Amer- 
ican policy. Even up to the war of 1812 
this continued to be true. Herein lay the 
supreme danger that Washington realized 
and sought so solemnly to avert. 

If the little republic had thrown its for- 
tunes on one side or the other in the Na- 
poleonic wars that were beginning to shake 
Europe at the date of Washington’s retire- 
ment from the Presidency it would at once 
have had the hostile allies on the other side 
against it. The result would have been to 
compel it to become a dependency of the 
nation it had sought to befriend. The whole 
work of the revolutionary war would have 
been undone. This is what Washington 
was thinking about when he warned the 
infant nation against contracting en- 
tangMng alliances Xith any of the European 
powers. His wise counsel served its pur- 
pose, and it stands today one of the bright- 
est proofs of his masterly statesmanship. 

But with the passing away of the condi- 
tions the advice applying to them also passed 
its period of usefulness. President Monroe 
already realized this when he enunciated his 
doctrine that no portion of the American 
continents should henceforth be subject to 
colonization by any European power. The 
era of a distinctive American policy had 
dawned. The advice that had been intend- 
ed for the weak nation still in the gristle no 
longer applied so strictly to the nation in 
the brawn of sturdy youth. As the decades 
have gone by, adding increasing millions of 
population and wealth, the swaddling. 
clothes that were proper for the infant na- 
tion have become more and more unsuita- 

e and unworthy, until we have reached 
the time when it would be a mockery of our 
brawny national manhood to continue 
swathed in those puerile garments. 

The United States has long been one of 
the great powers of the earth, and national 
honor demands that {t take its part in the 
activities of the world. It must put away 
childish things and become a nation among 


nations, ready to do its part in the advance- 


ment of civilization. If it had not been so 
slow about doing this it would not have had 
to suffer the ignorant sneers of European 
powers, which could not understand the 
possibility of a strong arm being clothed in 
Quaker garb. In determining to free op- 
pressed Cuba this nation has taken the first 


step toward.a wider national policy, and 


every power in Europe will respect us the 


more for it. 


PAPAL ATTEMPTS AT MEDIATION. 


The Pope seems to be spending most of his | 
time in endeavoring to induce European 


powers to intervene, or mediate, or do some- 


thing else to put a stop to the war between 


the United States and Spain. He is eager 
to end bloodshed. The thought of the 
Spanish sailors killed at Manila, with the 
probability that others will meet the same 
fate, fills him with horror and causes him 
to send innumerable telegrams to govern- 
ments whose sympathies ave to be 


on the side of Spain. 


Since the Pope is so eager to geevien the 
shedding of blood he should have intervened 
when blood was being shed more freely 
than it is now, and when religion and hu- 
manity called on him to interpose between 
murderers and their helpless victims. The 
Pope did not attempt to intervene during the 
long Cuban war of twenty years ago. He 
did not use the power his position gives him 
to stop bloodshed during the war which has 


been going on in Cuba for the last three. 


years. 

The horrors of Weyleciats drew from him 
noremonstrances. Spanish Catholics drove 
into the cities and towns at the point of the 
bayonet the Cuban Catholics who were liv- 
ing out in the country peacefully cultivating 
their farms. Those Cuban Catholics, 
cooped up in prison pens, unfed and un- 
sheltered, died off likesheep. Two hundred 
thousand women, children, and old men 
were starved to death by coreligionists. 
These things were not done in a corner, but 
in the sight of the world. Yet the Pope 


did nothing. The Cardinals did not urge 


him to do anything. “ The curse of Rome ” 
was not launched at the Spanish Catholic 
butchers who were ‘desolating Catholic 
Cuba. 

Nearly four centuries ago a noble hearted 
Catholic priest devoted himself to the cause 
of the Indians who were being exterminated 
by Spanish cruelty. He appealed to the 
spiritual and temporal powers for relie¥ for 
the poor savages, and won eternal honor 
thereby, but no dignitary of thé church has

BUFFALO HAS FAST RIDERS. 


Leads in Furnishing Good Men for Na- 
tional Contests. 


AMERICA AGAINST TEN NATIONS. 


HIRTY cities in as many States will 
be actively represented on the national 
cycling racing circuit of 1898 by lead- 
ing men in professional racing. As 
the more prominent representatives 


line up for the championship struggles at 


the circuit meets there will be seen a repre- 
sentative each of as many cities as there are 
meh in line, for no one city has more than 


one aspirant for champianship honors in 


either the sprinting or middle distance 


classes. 
There will be Bald of Buffalo, Cooper of 


Detroit, Arthur Gardiner of Chicago, Earl 


. Kiser of Dayton, O., Tom Butler of Boston, 


Cabanne of St. Louis, Sanger of Milwaukee, 


George Banker of Pittsburg, John 8. John f 


son of Worcester, Steevens of Ottumwa, Ia., 


Dr. Brown of Cleveland, and many others 


from as many other cities, allin the hunt for 
the championship of the season. 

These men come together once a year, at. 
the start of the circuit. They remain in 
company for six months and scatter to their 
homes. Some return when another season 
rolls around, somé do not, but the places of 
those withdrawn are taken by others and 
the annual contest sees every prominent 
city well represénted. In the lineup this 
season Buffalo, Chicago, Boston, St. Louis, 


and Louisville will be well represented by 


teams of four and five capable men. All 
of the other cities of the long list have one, 
two; or three good men in the field. 

For some years Buffalo has seemingly led 
in the development of likely riders and for 
three years Buffalo has had the champion in 
Bald. In '98 the Bisons gave Mike Dirn- 
berger to the circuit and Austin Crooks, both 
likely men. This year the city by. the lakes 
is to be represented by Bald, Al Newhouse, 
Al Weinig, C. J. Miller, a likely comer, EB. D. 
Stevens, and others, and is well provided for. 
In the middle distance ranks Ray Duer will 
uphold the Bisons’ colors and there are those 
that predict that he will do it well 


Chicago’s Cycling Team. 
Chicago has an able team this season in 
Arthur Gardiner, supplemented by Jimmy 
Bowler, the handicap rider; G. W. Miller, 
the six-day champion; John Lawson, the 


Terrible Swede; and Lund and Van Herik, 


the tandem team. In middle distances 
Jimmy Michael is champion at present, and 
is riding under the colors of the Chicago 
Cycling elub.

ANIMALS COMPUTE NUMBERS. 
Cincinnati Street Car Mule That Went 


‘Back to Its Stable After Com- 
pleting Fiftieth Trip. 


Several years aga there lived in Cincin- 
nati a mule which was employed by a street 
railway company in hauling cars up a steep 
incline. This animal was hitched in front 
of the regular team, and unhitched as soon 
as the car arrived at the top of the hill. It 
made a certain number of trips in the fore- 
noon (I have forgotten the number, but will 
say fifty for the sake of convenience), and a 
like number in the afternoon, resting for an 
hour at noon. As soon as the mule com- 
pleted its fiftieth trip it marched away to its 
Stable without orders from its driver. To 
show that it was not influenced by the sound 
of the factory whistles and bells, the follow- 
ing remarkable action on the part of this 
animal is vouched for by the superintend- 

ent of the line, who gave me these data: 
On a certain occasion, during a musical fes- 
tival, this mule was transferred to the night 
shift, and the instant it completed its 
fiftieth trip it started for the stables. It 
took the combined efforts of several men to 
make it return to its duty. At night there 
were no bells or whistles to inform the 
creature that “ quitting time” had come; 
it had counted the trips,and, having finished 
its full quota of fifty, it thought that the 


time for rest and food haa arrived. 


Some monkeys give unmistakable evi- 
dences of the possession by them of the 
computing faculty. In 1889 I made the ac- 
quaintance of an intelligent chimpanzee 
which could count as high as three. That 
this was not a trick suggested by sensual 
impulses I had ample opportunity of satir- 
fying myself. The owner of the animal 
would leave the room, no one being present 
but myself, and when I would call for two 


marbles, or one marble, or three marbles, 


as the case might be, the monkey would 


gravely hand over the required number. An- 
other instance coming under my observation 
was an ape which could count three, the ma- 


terial used in this experiment being straws 


from the animal’s cage. iff, Darwin, 


Forbes, and Hartman also give instances of 
nkeys,

How Matters Move Among 


the Sailormen of the Fleet 


Watching Havana, as Displayed by Frederic Rem- 
ington’s Journal Aboard the lowa.

. N Board the Battleship Iowa, May 4. 

~—Washington officialism had strug- 

gled and struggled and writhed un- 

der the inevitable, but at last, ex- 

hausted by its efforts, it lay still. Its 

last gasp was an empty phrase for war, and 

the fleet off Key West had its orders to pro- 
ceed to Cuba. 

I boarded the tug which took all the shore- 
leave men off to their ships, and was 
“landed ”’ (one might almost say it) on the 
Iowa, battleship, an iron island floating on 
the sea. The Captain was “ Fighting Bob ’”’ 
Evans, but aboard ship I found him a 
calm-eyed man, plain and straightforward 
in his affairs. It,was Captain Evans sim- 
ply, and stand up when you say it and have 
your statement straight, for the weather 
roll in the Captain's eye as it turn§ over your 
person is severe and not encouraging.

If any one really got to the pole he would, 
in common parlance, be utterly “ at sea, 
simply because at the pole there is no pos- 
sibility of ascertaining one’s whereabouts, 
A person arriving there would find an alto- ; 
gether different world before him. Like @ : 
blind man he would grope about and vainly 
endeavor to get back whence he came. This 
by no means enviable situation ts calculated 
to destroy the illusions which he may have 
cherished when starting on his polar expedi- 
tion. His completely changed situation 
would be accounted for by the fact that when 
stationed at the pole the direction of the 
north would be found to coincide with the 
line of the zenith—that Is to say, the poin? ex- 
actly above us, The opposite point—vizit 
thé nadir, would coincide with the direction | 
to the south. The longitudinal circles, and 
hence also the meridian of the locality, would 
coincide with the circles of latitude; an .. 
equator would coincide with the horizon, 
Hence an astronomical determination of the 
locality, accordl © latitude and longitude, 
is precluded.

GEORGE DEWEY, “ACTING” REAR ADMIRAL, UNITED STATES NAVY. 
How. the Man’ Who Has Won Glory and Promotion by His Daring Attack and Brilliant. 
Action Against the Spanish Fleet Received the Training Which Stood

F you will read what follows about Acting Rear Admiral George Dewey and his officers you will better understand why the 
American men-of-war under Dewey’s. command smashed the Spanish fleet in the Bay of Manila, wiped out of existence the 
vessels commanded by the sailor whom the dons delighted to honor as “ the fighting Montejo.” In good truth and speaking 
calmly, this fight off Cavite was the greatest battle between fronclads of all time. The battle of the Yalu between the Chi- 
nese and the Japanese fleets is not to be compared with it. For the Chinese did not do any fighting to speak of. And, to give the 
Spaniards their due, Montejo and his men did fight. So there’s all the more glory for Dewey, who is just the kind of an “ act- 
ing’ sea-fighter that were Perry and Paul Jones and Lawrence and Farragut and Porter. This ‘acting’’ Rear Admiral, in 
eight days after the deciaration of war was issued, sailed his fleet 700 miles and bravely struck a most decisive blow that has 
given to his countrymen the splendid assurance of victory and carried confusion and demoralization to the Spaniards all over the 
This “acting” and active Rear Admiral Dewey sailed from Hongkong with instructions to do whatever was necesary in 
the limits of civilised warfare to take possession of the Philippines. It’s just as wellno more orders could reach Dewey. He did 
what was necessary. Without wasting any time in cautious explorations and countermining he steamed into the inner harbor 
of Manila, not knowing’ and not caring whether the harbor was planted with submarine mines as thick as tulips in this city’s 
parks. And after passing the Islands Corregidor and Caballo he engagéd the forts and ships, smashed them, and said, politely 
but firmly, “ Hand over your guns, your torpedoes, and the end of the telegraph cable or be bombarded, O, ye Spaniards!" An 
“acting” Rear Admiral indeed. 

Dewey first breathed the free air among the green hills of Vermont sixty-one years ago. He was born in a fine old colonial 
house on State street, Montpelier, a house surrounded by large grounds and opposite Vermont's State House. The Acting Rear Ad- 
miral's father was Dr. Julius Y. Dewey, now dead, a gentleman of the old school, remembered and honored for his integrity and 
force of character. It is perhaps surprising that Dr. Dewey was a pioneer in life insurance in this country; surprising, because 
his son has taken so many dangerous risks. Commodore Dewey's mother was a beautiful woman, born in Vermont, too. The 
old colonial house at Montpelier has long been the center of the best society in the State, and, besides being noted for her beauty, 
Mrs. Dr. Dewey-was famed for her hospitality and social graces. | e 

The Dewey family has always kept up its ancient style. Mrs. Dr. Dewey drove about Montpelier in a low hanging barouche, 
on whose horses silver-plated’ harness clanked. When the townspeopile saw the barouche approaching, they said, half jest- 
ing: “ Here comes the Prince of Wales’ carriage.”” The Deweys are Episcopalians, and George and his brothers, Charles and 
Edward, were brought up in the fear of God. Those two brothers are now in business in Montpelier, the props of the National 
Life Insurance company, Charlies the President and Edward a director. Rear Admiral Dewey's wife, it may be said here, died in 
1895 at Newport. She was the fit mate in blood and spirit for such a man. She wasthe daughter of Governors Goodwin, New 
Hampshire's war Governor—a fighting Democrat, who at his own expense fitted out the First New Hampshire Regiment rather 
than call an extra session of the Legislature. The Rear Admiral has one son, George Goodwin Dewey, who was graduated 
from Princeton University. last year and is now in business’ | 4

Then came a difference of opinion between young Dewey and his father. The boy wanted to go to sea, but that he should bea 
sailor did not meet his father’s wishes.

Of that eye of his, whose glance directed 
the battle in Manila harbor, an old townsman said in 1885, when Dewey went back to Montpelier a Captain: “‘ By ginger! I b’lieve 
the Captain could look through a stun’ post!’’ Not a stern-post, please understand—Dewey looked at those t’other day—but a stone 
post, for in Montpelier all the hitching-posts are of granite. He was graduated from Annapolis in 1858, and went on the steam 
frigate Wabash, cruising with the Mediterranean squadron until 1859. When Fort Sumter was fired on Dewey was in Montpelier. 
But he did not stay there. His Yankee blood was up. Just one week later, April 19, 1861, he was commissioned Lieutenant, and 
was assigned at once to the steam sloop Mississippi, which was to takepart in the fierce fighting of the West Gulf squadron. 

Captain Melancthon Smith commanded the Mississippi, a side-wheeler of seventeen guns. And, while fighting—unfortunately 
with men of Anglo-Saxon blood, his brothers, Dewey learneé some lessons that have stood him in good stead with the Spaniards. 
The West Gulf squadron was ordered to force its way up the Mississippi River. The ship preceded Farragut past New Orleans, and 
the “ History of Our Navy” thus describes some of the training Dewey got then: “The Pensacola and the Mississippi steamed 
slowly, with their black hulls, at irregular intervals, sheeting the air with lurid fire asthey replied te the forts.

Philip, where the Confederate fire was hottest, they drew in so close that the gunners afloat and those ashore heartily cursed each

“The further west you go—until you get 
so far you are going éaut—the better 
the tailors are., The Chicago tailor is better 
than the New-Yorker, the Denver taflor is 
better than the Chicagoan, and the San 
Francisco tailor beats the world.” Mr. Kirk 
is not a criterion of dress, though no man 
can dispute his wondrous originality, and it 
is believed that he does not know everything 
there is to be learned about tailors. 

There are differences between the Eastern 
and Western makers of men's clothing, just 
as there are differences in the tastes of 
Eastern and Western populations. Mr. 
Kirk represents only himself. These differ- 
ences, while slight, are many. New York 
and Chicago, being the largest cities in the 
country and distinctly of the East and 
West, may be taken as examples of these 
variations. ' 

To begin with, the New-Yorker of equal 
position and income buys more clothes than 
the Chicago man. This is demanded of him 
by tashion. He does not make a better ap- 
pearance, but he makes more kinds of ap- 
pearances. It is the custom of the upper 
class New-Yorkers to own a country place. 
When he enters a shop to select his patterns 
he orders in duplicate. One suit goes to his 
town h @ and one to his country house. 
So far &s the records go there is but one 
Chicagoan who has the habit. He is a well- 
known banker who spends much of his time 
in the Eastern metropolis. He buys his 
clothes here, and when he orders a suit a 
match for it is sent to his New York resi- 
dence, This ts good for the tailors, but bad 
for the pocketbook, and as a general thing 
Chicagoans content: themselves with order- 
ing oné suit at a time. 

Suit for suit, the New-Yorker wears cloth- 
ing Of a lighter shade than the Chicago man. 
This is due primarily to the fact that they

There ts nothing which affords the British 
tour‘st more amusement than the clothes 
of New-Yorkers, cut in ardent following of 
London styles. The genuinely American 
style, of which some examples are found in 
New York and many in Chicago, commands 
at once the Englishman’s admiration and 
respect, as, indeed, it commands the admira- 
tion of all other nations. He endeavors to 
imitate it, but, unless he has his clothes 
made in this country, he does not succeed 
any better than the imitative New-Yorker. 

The characteristic of the American style 
is, first, its perfect fit, and, secondly, the 
style in which the clothes are made up. In 
most things done with hands Americans are 
superior to the people of other countries. 
They are better craftsmen. Their clothes 
have a finish and security that it is impossi- 
ble to duplicate in England or on the con- 
tinent. Any experienced master tailor will 
tell in an instant whether a coat was sewn 
by an American, an Englishman, a French- 
man. ora German. There is, to the initiated, 
a distinct individuality about the stitching 
and the manner in which the pieces are put 
together. English goods are strongly sewn, 


| but they lack the elegance of American 


work. In these properties of clothes-making 
Chicago is abreast.of the world. There is no 
city in which it is possible to obtain a suit 
that is better made. It is hard to find one 
in which garments are made so well. 

It is fully up with the fashions. There is 
no reason why it should not be. Every.eum- 
mer its manufacturing tailors go abroad. 
Their time is spent mainly In London and 
Paris. On their return they are certain to 
stop for a week or two in New York. They 
have seen all of the foreign patterns worth 
looking at and it is then their business to 
become acquainted with the native patterns 
for fall and winter wearing. The result of 
this is that the Chicagoan who orders from 
any one of the local high-class houses may 
be certain that his suit will be cut accord- 
ing to the latest dictates and that he will be 
given a variety of patterns from which to 
select as largé and as correct as can be found 
anywhere. It is a habit of men of wealth 
to distrust the tailors In their own cities, 
though there is no excuse for it. Denver 
people order in Chicago, Chicagoans order 
in New York—many of them—and some New- 
Yorkers order in London. The chances are 
ten to one that the Chicagoan who orders 
here is better pleased and better fitted than 
if he sends away for his clothes. 

Within the last ten years there has been 
a remarkable change in Chicago in the mat- 
ter of male dress. It has been always a 
rushing business town, but of late.-men have 
found time to turn aside from their chase of 
the dollar long enough to devote séme at- 
tention to personal adornment. Formerly 
the Chicago man who earned his living and 
swelled his hank account by wearing out his 
lungs on the Board of Trade was content 
to wear a strong neutral-hued suit until it 
became frayed at its edges. Then he or- 
dered another, frequently rushing into his 
tailor, shouting out a carte blanche com- 
mand, and darting out again. Such a thing 
as possessing a half dozen business suits 
aid not occur to him. He wore a sack suit 
all day and after 6 o’clock he put on a dress 
suit, if his wife or mother or sister made 
him. Otherwise he thought a three-but- 
toned frock good enough for any form of 
entertainment. Hehas found, however, that 
he can be just as good a business-man and 
can make as much money ff he dresses 
with more care. The cutaway and high 
hat for morning wear have b e common. 
The sack has gone more and more into re- 
tirement. The dress suit is worn at din- 
ner, because its owner wants to wear it, not 
because he has been ordered to do sp, 

While there is practically no difference in 
the finish of the high-class tailoring in New 
York and;+Chicago, the prices in Chicago 
are a shade iower.

HICAGO numbers among its citizens 
the man who received the last flag of 
truce sept by General Robert E. Lee 
to General Grant. George F. Morgan, 
4141 Langley avenue, a modest man 

whose brilliant record as a soldier is ap- 
parently much better known to the other 
members of his fighting regiment than to 
himself, is the man who enjoys this dis- 
tinction. 

Mr. Morgan was 
and Fifty-fifth Pennsylvania Volunteers. He 
entered the regiment at the beginning of the 
war as a private—a stripling lad of 19 years. 


All but two of the companies in this’ com- § 


mand were from Pittsburg. These excep- 
tions were made up of hardy mountaineers 
and lumbermen from the Alleghenies, men 
who cut timber.as long as the weather per- 
mitted and then shot bear and deer for rec- 
reation and winter sustenance combined. 
From being a private in one of the city com- 
panies Mr. Morgan went through the vari- 
ous grades of corporal, sergeant, sergeant 
major, Second Lieutenant, and Captain, 
finally taking his rank as a commissioned 
officer, though not yet of full age, in one of 
the companies of big men from the woods. 
Some one has said that the best way to suc- 
eeed as a soldier is to act as if there was no 
such thing as death. Whether this saying 
was known to the young volunteer or not, he 
acted as if it were the guiding principle of 
his life. A member of his company, who did 
mot want his name mentioned for fear it 
would look like too open praise, said: ‘* Cap- 
tain Morgan never ordered his men to go, 
but always called to them to come, and the 
only time he wasn't leading his company 
was on the rare occasion when it was in re- 
treat.’’

Certainly 
there is no doubt of the result that followed; 
for, though all the soldiers were incredulous 
about the surrender, it was only a few min- 
utes before: the first of the salute of a hun- 


dred guns began to boom in honor of the 


occasion—a salute, it will be remembered, 
which the humane Grant promptly forbade, 
being unwilling to rejoice over a gallant 
enemy humiliated. > 

Since the brigade to which Major Morgan 
belonged was the one which had received 
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this messenger of peace, it was also ac | 
corded the honor of being designated by 
General Grant to receive the arms of the 


Confederate soldiers. Lest the details of the 
surrender have been forgotten, it is well to 
print here the terms which Grant proposed 
to Lee, with no prompting’ other than his 
own heart, a little later in the day. After 
some conversation on this and other extra- 
neous matters, this was -what the Union 
General evolved:

FIND FAULT WITH ALL. 


Have Joined in Abuse. 


IS ANTAGONISTIC. 


Only Lack of Backing Prevented In- 
terference on Her Part. 


OPPOSITION FROM OTHER SOURCES 


EENLY sensitive as are Americans to 
foreign criticism, the patience and 
dignified indifference which they have 
manifested of late in the face of al- 
most universal abuse on the part of 

Europe is well calculated to excite admira- 
tion. It is doubtful whether there has ever 
been @ country that in times of national 
crisis has been assailed with such a torrent 
of reproach pouring in from every side, espe- 
clally from sources that Americans had 
every right and reason to regard as par- 
ticularly friendly to Uncle Sam. With every- 
thing that has been done here during the 
last six months fault has been found, and 
nothing has received grace in the sight of 
the old world, although in the majority of 
instances the critics displaying the most 
bitterness .have been guilty--of the same 
offenses as.those which they condemn in the 
United Statea 

Thus France has always been considered 
by Americans as bound to their country by 
old associations and ties of alliance, espe- 


> Clally since a republican form of govern- 


ment has superseded monarchy on the banks 
of the Seine. French nobles and soldiers 
with Lafayette at their head fought side by 
side with Washington in the war of inde- 
pendence, and it was Benjamin Franklin. 
and the other emissaries of the new-fiedged 
American Commonwealth who first taught 
the French the principles that now consti- 
tute the basis of their republic. France, 
gsnoréover, has always been regarded by 
Spain as the hereditary foe of the latter, 
and especially since the Napoleonic wars 
in the early part of the century there have 
been no foreigners whose names were more 
widely execrated throughout the length and 
breadth of the Iberian Peninsula than those 
of the French. There was every reason, 


- therefore, to suppose that in the present 


crisis France's sympathies would have been 
with her old transatlantic ally, the American 
rather than with monarchical 


Enmity of France. 


Yet just the contrary has beenthecase It 
is France that has headed the hue and cry 
in Europe against the United States, and it 
is only because she was unable to find any 
other powers willing to go to the length of 

ining her that she abstained from interven- 
tion by force in behalf of Spain. 

Meanwhile her press has been overwhelm- 
ing this country with every conceivable kind 
of offensive epithets, deploring the “ national: 


/@iegrace of France jn leaving so chivalrous 


@& people as the Spaniards to succumb to the 
coarse and brutal Yankees, who have no 
soul for anything save the almighty dollar.” 
Public subscriptions have been started in 
Paris and eléewhere in France for the pur- 
pose of furnishing the necessary funds to 
buy warships for Spain to use against Amer- 


[a and the large amounts already collected 


elogi.ent tribute to the extent of the 
animosity which prevails in France against 
the United States. 

, too, might well have been ex- 
pected to have sympathized with America 
rather than with Spain in this war. Spain 
has always shown herself unfriendly to- 
wards Germany, and it is not so long ago 
that the windows of the Kaiser’s embassy 
at Madrid were smashed with stones by an 
angry mob. America, on the other hand, 
has offered not only home but fortune to 
many millions of Germans, who have always 
found a welcome on these shores, while the 
trade relations between the two countries 
are not only extensive but likewise intimate, 
Thanks, perhaps, to the large German ele- 


' ment in this country, its American good 


wishes and good will have aiways been ex- 
tended to the fatherland whenever it has 
been in need of sympathy, and there was 


every reason, therefore, to imagine that this 


would be reciprocated when occasion arose. 
Yet these expectations have been woefully 
Gisappointed, and although the Berlin gov- 
ernment has from motives of policy inti- 
mated to the press it would do well to tone 
down the animosity displayed in its columns 
against the United States, there is no doubt 
that the feeling of the bulk of the population 
in this war is in favor of Spain and against 
America. 
Condemned by Bismarck. 

Even Prince Bismarck, who for more than 
@ quarter of a century past has been regard- 
ed in the United States in the ght of a pop- 
wlar hero, and who has probably received 
from Americans more enthusiastic praise 
end laudation than from all the remainder 
of the world put together, is loud and vehe- 
ment in his denunciations of what he styles 
“Yankee arrogance,’ and particularly of 
“ American brutal disregard for the forms 
of diplomacy.” He likewise condemns in 
unmeasured terms “* the dishonest and hypo- 
critical ways in which the United States has 


tically forced war upon Spain.”” Yet he 


gees sight of the fact that even if these 
criticisms were justified Americans would, 
after all, only be taking a leaf out of his 


_.. @wWn book. No statesman living or dead has 


‘ever manifested so brutal a disregard for 
diplomatic forms, etiquette, and considera- 
tion as Prince Bismarck, who, indeed, prided 
himself about the matter. Moreover, after 
the admission which he himself has boast- 
fully made of the dishonesty and deceit by 
which he tricked France into the war of 
1870, it ia difficult to comprehend how he 
can have the assurance to condemn the 
United States for doing, as he asserts, pre- 
cisely the same thing. , 

It is perfectly true that the American's 
notions of diplomacy are not always those of 
the old world. He thinks that he can make 
instead of obeying etiquette. But no matter 
how he does things, he generally contrives 
t© come out at the top, with perhaps just a 
giance to see that the high place out of 


which he emerges with unmoved counte- | 


mance has been noticed by the world around. 
Moreover, American diplomacy, while it may 
differ from that of Europe, is not brutal 
On the contrary, it leaves a sensation—not 
always filly justified—of friendliness. Asa 
clever English critic once remarked: 
“ Whereas, England has but one Lord Duf- 
ferin, America has hundreds of them.” 


Stand Taken by Russia. 


Still another. country from which America 
might have expected better things was Rus- 
sia, which, though so entirely different from 
the United States in its methods of govern- 


sx. ment, in its views and prejudices, had al- 


ways gone out of Its way to express friend- 


“ship of the warmest character for America 


in times gone by, and had even given a strik- 
ing demonstration thereof during the civil 


“war by threatening to send the Muscovite 


fieet to support that of the United States in 
the event of the other European powers 
venturing to intervene in the conflict. Yet 
not only do we now find Russia urging Spain 
to resort to privateering but also her strictly 
cénsorized press expressing hopes for the 
success of Spanish arms, while the Czar’s 
Ambassadors at Berlin and tn the other Olé 
World capitais, In spite of their proverbial 
Giscretion, are publicly manifesting ill-will 
to the United States and sympathy for the 
Spaniards. 

Even in England, the only country in Eu- 
rope where there is any real good feeling to-— 
wards the United States, and where popular 
sympathy is distinctly in favor of this coun- 
try, the expressions of friendship are roin- 
gied with so much criticism of American 
methods as to deprive them of much of the 
sale which they might otherwise possess in 
American eyes. It is impossible to open an 
English paper without finding alongside of 


wishes that the United States may carry she. 


Gay remarks to the effect that American 


| methods are crude, American diplomacy 
brutal, the American manner of conducting 
war unfair, not cricket,’ as one corre- 
spondent rather characteristically describes 
it, while American assertions to the effect 
that the intervention in Cuba is dictated 
mainly by considerations of humanity and 
with no ideas of Conquest or annexation are 
Genounced as mére Yankee cant and bun- 
comb. There are unkind references te the 
‘battle of Bull ‘Run, fears expressed ‘Jest 
som pf the kind may take place at the 
outset of the present conflict, while Presi- 
dent McKimley’s action in leaving to Con- 
gress the responsibility of deciding the ques- 
tion of war or peace is compared by the 
Saturday Reviéw, which evidently ignores 
the constitutional prerogatives of President 
and Congress, to Pontius Pilate ostenta- 
tilously washing his hands of the blood that 
is to be shed. 


Ridicule for America. 

Even in the newspapers that are most 
strongly opposed to Spain there és a dispusi- 
tion when not to criticise at any rate t 
ridicule everything on the American side in 
connection with this war, and all manifesta- 
tions of patriotism here, gratifying as they 
must have been to the nation itself, have 
been treated by John Bull as a subject for 
cheap jokes; the comment, for instance, on 
the remarkable enthusiasm in volunteering 
for military service merely exciting, not in 
one but’'in dozens of English papers, the 
remark that the new army thus formed will 
be necessarily constituted of about 50 per 
cent of Colonels and Generals, while the re- 
mainder will be composed of Judges and 
professors. Moreover, the expectation is 
expressed that the President will intrust 
Buffalo Bill with the command of a regi- 
ment composed of Barnum’s freaks. 

It is all well enough to say that this is the 
Briton’s idea of huinor, which he is never so 
happy as when venting on his friends, and 
to excuse him on the ground that his wit is 
rather heavy and his jokes partake of the 
nature of rough horse play. Americans 
have a strong sense of personal dignity. 
Neither the individual citizen nor the nation 
in its entirety can bear to be belittled, and 
are, if anything, oversensitive on the score 
of their claims ‘to respect. Neither the 
animosity on the part: of the continental 
powers, nor yet the jibes of the English 


press, mingled as.they are with a sort of 


patronizing sympathy graphically expresred 


British tar helping along a small and weakly 
looking Uncle Sam, saying, “‘ Little fellow, I 
am not sure that you are in the right, but 
I want you to win anyway,” are likely to be 
forgotten when the present trouble is over. 
A favorite theme of discussion of the vari- 


. ous European newspapers at the present 


moment is the international effects of the 
present war and the possible new groupings 
of the various powers when the conflict has 
been brought to a conclusion. My own im- 
pression is that most of their speculations 
on the subject are likely to be disappointed, 
and that, far from the present struggle lead- 


‘Ing the United States to entangle herself in 


‘alliances or even in mere so-called under- 
standings with any European powers, she, 
on the contrary, taught by the lesson she 
‘~haés now learnt, hold more than ever before 
aloof from Old World friendships and pur- 
sue her own course utterly indifferent to the 
wishes and the views of her foreign critics, 
strengthened in the assurance that she is 
well able to dispense with their assistance. 
There is an old saying which the Italian 
patriots in the earlier part of the century 
were fond of repeating in declining offers 
of foreign assistance, and which was as fol- 
lows: ‘* Italia fara da se,’’ which may be 
roughly’ interpreted as Italy can manhge 
her business herself.’’ Much the same feel- 
ing now prevails among American patriots, 
who must be more convinced than ever be- 
fore that Uncle Sam is perfectly capable of 
paddling his own canoe.

' fn the réles of Tristan and Isolde 


. The advance sale of seats has never been 
so large and already it is impossible to get 
places for some of the operas. 

Who will write a great national hymn? 
The time demands it. Among all the Amer- 
ican composers cannot one be found who 
will do honor to his country? Such times as 
these have inspired other men. Is patriot- 
ism in music dead? ) 

So the press and so the public clamor, as 
if every demand must have its supply; as if 
a market made were a market filled. Not so. 

To write a great national hymn a man must 
forget the demand; forget the musical 
mechanism; forget the glory; forget himself. 
He must feel keenly the tyranny of oppres- 
sion and the barbarism of war. He must be 
filled with the love of justice and the justice 
of love. Out of a reverence for principle, a 
genuine sympathy for humanity, and a sin- 
cere human heart must come a simple mel- 


longings ofa new 
people in a new time. 


At last Mr. Engelbert Humperdinck’s 
music-drama, ‘‘ Die Koenigskimder,”’ which 
has been played in Germany for the last 
year, has had a hearing in this country, and 
the critics in New York pronounce it a de- 
cided success. The book is a fairy play in 
three acts written by Earnst Rosmer (which 
is the pen-name for Frau Elsa Bernstein), 
and, although it deals largely with the fairy 
lore, yet the author has drawn her materia] 
from many sources and utilized it with an 
eye single to the effect she wishes~to pro- 
duce. The book is not considered a great 
addition to the German language, yet it pre- 
sents the opportunities for color and musical 
treatment which are characteristic of Herr 
Humperdinck. The witch element of which 
he made so much in “ Hansel and Grete] ”’ 
prevails in this story. and the attempted al- 
legorical significance does not detract from 
the spirit of German simplicity, yet it 
gees is responsible for the tragical end- 


As the story runs, two children of royal 
birth have been deprived of their right- 
ful succession to the throne in the city of 
Hellabrunn. The one, a sweet girl child, 
is held in servitude as a gooseherd by a 
wicked witch who lives in the heart of a 
dense forest; the other, a noble Prince, who, 
after wandering many years, comes one day 
upon the quaint little gooseherd in the 
midst of her downy flock. He falls in love 
with her, and she, with fairy inconsistency, 
returns his passion, bids g00d-by to her 
geese, and attempts to escape with her 
lover. . But the witch’s power detains her, 
and the Prince, leaving the crown he has 
offered her, goes away to the city, where 
hé is unrecognized, and sustains many mis- 
fortunes, 

The dwellers in Hellabrunn growing tired 
of self-government ask for a ruler, and Am‘ 
bassadors ‘are sent to inquire of the wise 
witch what the powers of mystery decree. 
She telis them that the first person who 
enters the city gates after noon on the mor- 
row will be their sovereign. One of the Am- 
bassadors recognizes in the gooseherd the 
rightful heir breaks, the witch’s spell, carries 
off the child, and presents her at the gate of 
the city next day at noon. When the gates 
are opened she makes her triumphal] entry 
wearing the crown which the Prince had 
given her and followed by her flock of geese. 
Her lover finds her and they fall into each 
other’s arms; but the moorish burgers, ex- 
pecting their ruler to come in majestic state, 
fail to recognize “‘ the King’s children,”’ and 
scorning pure simplicity and unpretentious 
honesty turn them out of the city. 

The children go in search of the old witch, 
are lost, and die in a snow-storm. 

Relative to the music the New York Trib- 
une says: 

“It is the part which music plays in ‘ 
Koénigskinder’ which chiefly it 
to thé sympathy of our people as a whole 
though it must be confessed that there are 
many aspects in which it might profitably 
be studied. It brings up a host of pretty 
memories to the lover of folklore and folk- 
song; it invites speculation as to a possible 
near tendency of music in its relation to 
the spoken drama; it recalls one of the most 
ancient forms of dramatic expression: it 
suggests the thought that possibly a faculty 
now threatened with atrophy may be saved 
by a choice for serious artistic treatment 
of subjects which for generations have been 
thought fit only for idle pantomime or vul- 
gar burlesque. The ‘raised imagination ’ 
which filled Charies Lamb at his first play 
transformed the glistering substance on the 
pillars: of Old Drury into ‘glorified sugar 


candy. 

“The péeformance at the Irving Place 
Theater has followed in the footsteps of all 
those in Germany of which accounts have 
reached us fn ignoring the composer's 
scheme for'making melodrama approximate 
opera—that is, the actors do not attempt to 
follow the * pointing’ of the lines, but de- 
claim their lines in the speaking voice over 
the illustrative music, giving heed simply 
to musical cues, so that the orchestral part 


may heighten the dramatic Intensity of the 
| various and situations, Frau Sorma_ 


alone occasionally recites in prescribed in- 
tervals, and in something between the speak- 
ing and singing voice, but oftener she sings 
when the composer prescribes only melo- 
dramatic speech. At. the end of the second 
act there is a scene of disorder, in which the 
youth and maiden are driven out of the 
town—a scene which, with its context, inev- 
itably suggests the corresponding scene in 
‘Die Meistersinger.’ This, too, had been 
‘pointed’ by the composer, but it Is said 
that at the first performance in Munich a 
year ago last January Herr Humperdinck 
reached the conclusion that all the scenes 
in which numbers are engaged ought to have 
been made operatic. 

“It is safe, therefore, to say that all that 
Herr Humperdinck has done more than the 
old melodrama, with one exception, has 
failed to commend itself to the people of the 
stage, wherefore the public has had no 
chance to pass judgment upon it. The ex- 
ception is one of vast significance, however. 
The composer has written in Wagner's 
manner. He has invented melodic phrases 
which stand for the people and passions, the 
agents and agencies of the play, and out of 
these he has constructed the orchestral 
pieces upon which the play floats. He has 
@one so with the same fullness of taste and 
fecundity of invention which won admira- 
tion, and if at times he is carried away with 
a love for sonority which seems excessive, 
he achieves such lovely effects with his or- 
chestration that one is willing to put down 
a part of the loss of balance and symmetry 
to defective performance.”

WHE sixth annual, convention of the 
Association of American Chiefs of 
Police will convene in Milwaukee on 
Tuesday for a four days’ session, and 

' the meeting promises to surpass in 

points of interest any of the previous ses- 
sions of this important association. 

The Association of Police Chiefs and War- 
dens of the United States and Canada was 
formed in Chicago in 1893 and since then 
conventions have been held in St. Louis, 
Washington, Atlanta, and Pittsburg. From 
a small beginning its membership has grown 
to embrace the heads of the police depart- 
ments of the leading American cities, the 
wardens of many penitentiaries, superin- 
tendents ‘of reformatory institutions, and 
others identified with police work. 

Milwaukee citizens have subscribed $6,000 
for the entertainment of $he guests, Chief 
J. T. Janssen of the Milwaukee Police de- 
partment is President of the association and 
is also chairman of the Committee on Ar- 
rangements. Under his direction an elab- 
orate program of entertainment has been 
arranged. Headquarters will be at the 
Pfister Hotel and two daily business sessions 
of the association will be hef™@ in the hotel’s 
clubrooms. There will be an address of wel- 
come by Milwaukee's new Mayor; papers will 
be read on the subjects of crime and crim- 
inals and discussions will follow.

At least, out of 
over half a million measurements thus far 
taken no two have been found to be alike, 
and this affords an accurate and safe basis 
to goon. The system is now in use by nearly 
every government in Europe, and it is only 
a question of time when it will be adopted 
by the authorities of this country.”’

RISE THE BATTLESHIPS. 


Some Interesting Data on Their F sb 
Manufacture,- Improvement, 
Adoption by Nations. 


The first of the great British armored bat 
tleships, the Thunderer, was taunched in 
1872, and was of the unprecedented displace- 
ment of 9,330 tons. It was followed in 1875 
and 1876 by. the Dreadnaught, 10,820 tons, 
and the Inflexible, 11,880, and then there was 
a reaction to smaller models on account of 
the enormous weight and thickness of the 
armor plate, which ran up to eighteen inches 
ormore. In 188 the larger size was attained 
again in the Rodney, 10,300 tons, and in 
1887 the Trafalgar, of 11,040* tons, was 
launched.

In the Dust There Lurk Thousands of 
Baleful Bacteria, 


‘HOW ROOMS SHOULD BE TREATED. 


HE time for spring cleaning is at hand, 
and though the air is full of the ex- 
citement and anxieties of war, the 
housekeeper is quietly preparing for 

the annual onslaught upon dust. 
The masculine mind has always rebelled 
against the yearly upheavals of home com- 


in this objection, but women; through intui- 
tion and instinct, have resolutely adherei to 
the good old way their mothers taught them, 
in spite of masculine discontent, and the 
women have the best of the argument. 

The student of sanitation is‘constantly led 
to wonder that women have so often done 
blindly the thing which profound science 


er’s antagonism to dust is more scientific 
than she knows. Dust and disease germs are 
so, closely related.that to rid the house of 
one is practically to dispose of the other. 
As soon as the housekeeper knows the dan- 
ger of dust as ‘well as its disagreeableness, 
understands the sources, conditions of 
growth, and modes of dissemination of dis- 
ease germs, she will fight her old foe with 
even more unrelenting vigor, but she will 
fight more intelligently and with more ef- 
fective weapons. 

What is meant by dust the housekeeper 
rarely stops to analyze, but a little careful 


attention will enable one to make a formida-

Dust includes not 
only the particles easily visible indoors and 
out, but those still finer particles of whose 
presence no one is conscious until they are 
strongly illuminated by sunught. Particles 
of what? 

To mention a few things: Of sand, plant 
fibers, pollen, fine hairs, excreta of animals, 
matters coughed up by human beings, ashes, 
soot, refuse from fruit stands, droppings 
from garbage carts and sewer cleaning appa- 
ratus, worn out skin, and a thousand 
other matters which fall upon the pave- 
ments and become dried and pulverized. 


Gernis Everywhere Present. 


But there is more than all these. Clinging 
to the particles of dust are countless minute 
forms of vegetable life, visible only under 
high powers of the microscope, called bac- 
teria, microbes, or micro-organisms, and 
wherever dust goes there bacteria go also. 

Bacteria multiply by self-division, and with 
the greatest rapidity. A single bacterium 
may produce more than 16,000,000 in a day, 
provided it is supplied with the requisite 
warmth, moisture, air, and organic food. 
If these are wanting multiplication ceases, 
the vital forces of the microbe are collected 
into a tiny shining masg and covered with a 
thick membrane. Then it is a “ spore.’’ 
Spores can exist in many places where the 
living bacteria would die. If, even aftera 
long time, heat, moisture, air, and food are 
supplied, the spore swells up inte a bacte- 
rium, and again resumes its activity. 

If all bacteria were of the disease-produc- 
ing kind the human race would soon become 
extinct, Fortunately their. numbers are 
comparatively small. They thrive best in the 
human body, and in it they produce certain 
poisonous products, called ptomaines, which 
cause disease. It is now generally admitted 
that the diseases which increase the animal 
death rates most largely are due to bac- 


terial poisons, and that each bacterial dis- 


ease is produced by a special form of bacte- 
rium. Already the bacilli of consumption, of 
typhoid fever, of cholera, of diphtheria, and 
of erysipelas have been discovered, and with- 
in the last few months several parties have 
claimed to have discovered the bacillus of 
yellow fever. The relative value of these 
claims will likely be put to the test in the 
next few months tn the Cuban hospitals, 

The disease-producing bacteria can be 
destroyed only by rigid, persistent, and uni- 
form action, if, indeed, they could ever be 
wholly destroyed. We are therefore at the 
mercy of our fellows, and our own safety 
Hes first In securing sanitary legislation 
and insisting on its rigid enforcement; sec- 
ond, tn bringing about a revolution in popu- 
lar opinion, by which, carelessness or dis- 
obedience in regard to the dissemination of 
disease germs shall be held a ground for 
criminal prosecution, and be treated as a 
heinous crime against society, to be punished 
as manslaughter; third, in surrounding vur- 
selves as completely as possible by proper 
sanitary conditions and by rendering in- 
active such forms of disease-producing bac- 
teria as may happen to creep into our homes, 
by depriving them of all conditions favorable 
to growth and multiplication. 


Destroyed by Sunlight. 

Bacteria thrive best in the dark. Sun- 
light will destroy nearly all forms of disease- 
producing bacteria if combined with plenty 
of fresh air. The reports of epidemic dis- 
eases show that they almost invariably start 
in uneanitary quarters, where filth has ac- 
cumulated and there is a lack of sunlight 
and fresh air, Bacteria do not multiply

Cold renders them inac- 
tive but does not destroy. A high degree 
of heat will destroy all forms of bacteria, 
especially if it be moist heat. If water is 
kept at the boiling point for ten minutes 
probably all forms of disease-producing bac- 
teria will be destroyed. Many think a half 
hour of boiling is not too much. 

How are bacteria so widely disseminated? 
Some interesting experiments have been 
made which go to prove that bacteria are 
not blown off from moist surfaces even by 
a strong wind. It was even found that the 
air blowing in a strong current through a 
sewer was freer from bacteria than the air 
above ground, though the walls and con- 
tents of the sewer.were swarming with 
bacteria. The walls of the sewer, being al- 
ways moist, hold the bacteria, and do not 
yield them up to the strong air currents, 
In order that bacteria may be diseeminated 
by winds the substance on which they rest 
must be dried and pulverized. Then they 
are carried everywhere. Bacteria are also 
introduced into houses by the mud and dust 
clinging to shoes and clothing. Out of doors, 
of course, the bacteria are scattered through 
enormous volumes of air, and therefore com- 
paratively few are present in a large.volume 
of air. If the ground is wet and a wind is 
blowing fewer yet might be present, but 
when the dust ig whirling through the 
streets, or when the dirt heaps are being 
collected, and the. mén throw the dirt up 
into the carts in such a way as to give most 
of it to the wind the numbers are startling.

When dust once gets indoors it will stay 
until routed by efficient meaiis. A strong 
draft blowing through a room will remove 
such bacteria as remain suspended in the 
air, But strong drafts cannot he long main- 
tained. Moreover, the heavier particles of 


dust, on which are the greatest numbers of |. 


bacteria, settle on the floor, on shelves and 
cornices, and on furniture. If the room is 
left undisturbed for an hour or two it will 
he found that the air is practically free from 
bacteria; but they are all in hiding, even in 
well] ventilated rooms, waiting only for the 
smovements of people and the daily processes 
of sweeping and dusting and bedmaking to 
stir them up. It is asserted that bedmak- 
ing increases by sixty or seventy times the 
tuumber of bacteria in the air of the room 
over the nymber present before people were 
aatir. In a carpeted living reom in a tene- 
ment house sweeping increased the number 
of bacteria in the air from 75 to 2,700. 2 

If only we could be sure that none of the 
disease-producing bacteria were present we 
might sit down and be content, as one author 
puts it, to make our bodies cemeteries for 
millions of bacteria.

If a house has bare figors with 
rugs and the weekly cleaning ts ‘properly 
done there is no need of extra cleaning in 
the spring. Dusting should’always be dong 
before the family is astir so as to remove 
the bacteria that have settled during the 
night. It should be done with a damp cloth, 
which after the dusting ghould be dropped 
into scalding water. All rugs, upholstered 
furniture, and hangings should be removed 
from a room before sweeping and thoroughly 
beaten or shaken in the open air.

Walls and ceiling should be 
carefully brushed down with a broom over 
which a soft cloth is tied.

NIAGARA’S NEW BRIDGE. 


Greatest Steel Arch in the World 
Is Being Rapidly Pushed 
to Completion. 


IAGARA FALLS, N. Y., May 8.—[Spe-. 
cial.]—Less than a month ago the 
main span of the greatest steel arch 
bridge in the world was sprung across 
the great chasm at Niagara, and be- 

fore the end of May the bridge will be prac- 
tically completed. 
This new all-metal arch is to occupy the 
site of the upper suspension bridge, close 
to the falls, where it connects the two great 
free parks at Niagara, the New. York State 
Reservation on the one side and the Queen 
Victoria Niagara Falls Park on the other. 
To replace a small bridge without disturbing 
travel across it is no small undertaking, 
but to place a steel arch on the site of a 
‘great structure like the suspension bridgé 
at Niagara is a stupendous undertaking.

PRIZE MONEY FOR SEA CAPTURE 


Big Bonanzas Enjoyed by the Officers 
and Crew of Blockading Squadrons 
During the Civil War. 


In the civil war many of the union cruisers 
and blockaders made captures which en- 
riched their officers and gave real bonanzas 
to their crews. Thus the gunboat Amanéda, 
when she captured the Swan, made $202,298 
available for distribution. The gunboat Au- 
gusta netted a round $400,000 by making a 
prize of the British blockade runner Prin- 
cess Royal; the brig Bainbridge also took 
a hand in the capture of the Swan, when 
$202,208 was set aside for distribution. ‘The 
cruiser’ Bienville earned $202,000 for her 
lucky officers and crew in the capture of the 
Stettin and $150,000 more in the capture of 
the Patras; the frigate Brooklyn, one of Far- 
ragut’s fighting fleet, got $167,404 for catch- 
ing the blockade runner Magnolia; the sloop- 


April 16, 1864. The use of the suspension 
bridge in this way will of itself be a notable 
engineering feat and one calculated to excite 
much attention from engineers.

are in a majority. | 

‘There are several New York firms en- 

ed in the manufacture of prune juice, 

while others import it from Europe. The 
basis of all the better brands of prune juice 
is a light fermented wine, to which are added 
certain proportions of sugar syrup and prune 
extract, with sufficient highproof spirit to 
bring the mixture up to the desired alcoholic 
strength, and coloring matter to give it the 
proper shade. Some manufacturers also use 
certain chemicals, regarding the properties

ODD FACTS ABOUT BEVERAGES. 


How Various Nationalities Regard Va- 
rious Drinks—Beer the Popular Re- 
freshment of Paris Boulevards. 


Many readers were surprised doubtless, in 
reading the story of Anton Seidl’s wander- 
ings a few hours before his death, to learn 
that he resorted to a well-known Broadway 
coffee house “‘ to read the papers.’’ That had 
been his habit during all his visits to New 
York, and there any afternoon one may see 
a group of the most distinguished German 
musicians and writers in the city sipping 
coffee, talking, or reading the papers. 

What tea drinking is to upper class Eng- 
lishmen coffee drinking is to the same class 
of Germans, and both are what, alas! cock- 
tail drinking is to many Americans. It is 
one of the few genuine surprises Americans 
‘meet with in England to find that tea drink- 
ing, besides being an almost religious func- 
tion in polite English society, isa habit just 
as slevishly followed on athletic and sport- 
ing flelds. To see a muscular, bronzed, 
husky young giant step out of a boat on the 
Thames and eagerly make for the nearest tea 
table ought not, perhaps, to seem funny, but 
it is. 

Cricketers go from the fleld and rush—no, 
walk siowly—to a nearby booth dnd float 
“their powerful intellects in tea,"’ and on 
every side of the field tea is served to the 
spectators by the gallon. On the lawns of 
the fashionable inclosures at the racecourses | 
a hundred cups of tea are consumed to one 
glass of champagne, and so it is all over the 
tight little island. 

Not that Englishmen do not drink as much 
*“ spirits " as do Americans, but they do not, 
as a rule—and still speaking of the upper 
classes—drink spirits until after their late 
dinners. Then they do wonderful deeds with 
Scotch and soda—the aay of B. and 8. having 
departed. 

There is a popular impression that absinthe 
is the prevailing drink among Frenchmen, 
and especially among those who have the 
leisure and inclination to loiter at the little 
marble top tables in front of the boulevard 
cafés. Indeed, the late afternoon is still 
called “‘ the green hour”’ there, but that fsa 
tradition. Beer is the popular drink with 
the idlers on the boulevard, both in the after- 
noon and in the even more crowded evening 
hours. It is cheap beer, and, O, so bad! and 
the Parisians sip it as they used to sip ab- 
sinthe, taking half an hour to drink a glass. 

Coffee, black, served in goblets and made 
sirupy with sugar, is a common drink at the. 
cafés, more often called for in the afternoon 
than the once common absinthe, and doubt- 
less quite as harmful, for it is a strange, sad 
imitation of the real thing. 

Another surprise Americans meet is when 
they learn what their French companions, 
men and women, are drinking at the 
‘‘ Chalet du Cycle ”’ in the Bois de Boulogne. 
A party of men and women will ride up to 
the chalet, hot, dusty; and thirsty, of course. 
They rush to a table and order something 
in an excitement which suggests to the 
American observer a‘hurry order for a 
*“ high /ball,” and the waiter serves—sugar 
and water! They become as hilarious over 
this as if they were consuming quarts of 
champagne.—New York World.

organized what they call the Chicago Milk 
Fund association, whoge object and inten- 
tions are explained in the following circular 
letter sent out last night: 

“ The advent of hot weather brings with it 
the reminder of the high mortality annually 
occurring among the sick infants of the city 
poor. It is universally acknowledged both 
by the medical profession and the public 
generally that the most effective way to 
fight the summer diseases of infants is to 
supply these children with pure, uncontam- 
inated milk. | 

“The Chicago Milk Fund association has 
been organized by physicians of the city with 
the following objects: (1) To supply to the 
sick and poor infants of Chicago in their 
homes the best diet medicine at present 
known for those diarrheal diseases which 


are so fatal to. young children in the poorer 


districts. (2) With the aid of the medical 
profession various dispensaries and philan- 
thropic agencies to furnish this diet medicine 
to such children during their illness. ) To 
instruct mothers in the proper care of their 
children after recovery.’ For. the medical 


advice no money #s needed, as children are 


attended and mothers instructed by physi- 
cians free of charge. Money is needed, how- 
ever, to furnish to these patients a proper 
diet medicine. 
“The necessity for some such plan of 
action is evidenced by the large number of
